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MAKING USE OF RESEARCH 
HE news that the Minister of Works’ Advisory Council on Building 
Research is to be wound up in March poses the industry with a problem 
which goes beyond the demise of this particular body. For the Advisory 
Council has had a dual responsibility—for directing to the attention of the 
DSIR and its Building Research Station general lines of research, and for 
indicating methods for getting over to the industry the results of this work. 

Of those two functions the latter is the more important, though the existence 
of an intelligent body which can take a technical though not necessarily a 
scientific view of the trend that building research is following must be of 
value to those responsible for directing the work. But its real responsibility 
as a Council has been to induce the industry to make use of the vast amount 
of data available, and here success has not been absolute. This is due to 
several factors, one perhaps being that data has been sometimes insufficiently 
specific, for which there is often good reason, and another that a craft industry, 
such as building largely remains, is allergic to new advice, the more especially 
when it comes through official channels. It is for this latter reason that the 
appointment of Technical Liaison Officers in London and other regions of 
the country has been so well received; though a large proportion of these 
officers’ salaries has been borne by Government, builders have felt that the 
Officers are ‘our men,’ and have not hesitated to ring them up for advice. 

The Advisory Council’s departure thus leaves a void in the industria] set-up, 
and, unless it is proposed that the Building Research Station should work in 
a vacuum, the question arises: How is this void to be filled? We think 
undoubtedly that the building industry itself must act, and for two principal 
reasons: first, because as a major industry responsible for executing a very 
great volume of work it should take a lead in organising its own information 
service; second, as has already been stated, it is more likely to put to fuller 
use the data at its disposal if it is more closely associated with its distribution 
How is this to be done ? 

What is officially proposed is that the DSIR shall invite the various sections 
of the building industry to nominate representatives to a * Standing Conference 
on Building Research and Development.’ While the details are to be announced 
later, we shall be surprised if the intention be that this Council shall meet more 
often than annually to give the BRS its advice on general lines; and this would 
not at all fill the needs we have outlined. It would seem essential that any 
Standing Conference should have a dual function: one, to advise DSIR on 
general lines in regard to its work; two, to consider methods of passing on 
available data to the industry. This body would have, we should hope, a more 
positive title than that of Standing Conference: * the Council of Good Building 
Practice’ or the less pretentious and more realistic * Research and Development 
Council’ are suggestions. Whatever title be selected, the new body should 
be drawn from all sides of the industry, for architects, engineers, and quantity 
surveyors are as closely concerned with technical developments as are the 
builders; there can be no full use of research until designers and executants 
use the same scientific alphabet. Ideally, this Council should have the task 
of initiating and directing building research on short-term problems, and of 
paying for it; but initially its main purpose ought to be to devise ways and 
means of getting the whole industry to make use of the best of the new tech- 
niques and new materials of which much is already known. 

For a start, we should like to see the Technical Officer service at least 
doubled in size; at present the country is officially covered, but accessibility 
is the keynote of success; builders and architects simply will not put through 
trunk calls to men they do not know. Beyond this, the whole field of dis- 
semination needs reviewing—Press, pamphlets, films and the symposium 
method of putting over current knowledge. Particularly does thought need to 


be given to the technicians that must stand in need of information. No use 
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for instance, of the architect and the builder’s managing director being know- 
ledgeable if the assistant in charge of the job and the builder’s foreman are 
not in the picture. Knowledge must spread vertically as well as horizontally 
in organisations; this would sound prosaically obvious, were it not so rare in 
practice. Fresh re-thinking of the whole problem is most necessary. 

Who pays for this? On an assumption, which may prove correct, that the 
Ministry of Works will continue to grant-aid the Technical Officer service, 
for a period at least, on the present scale, it must be faced that the appointment 
of fresh officers to give a minimum effective coverage of the country would 
cost an additional £50,000 annually at least. Architects and quantity sur- 
veyors would no doubt be anxious to take some responsibility, but the sub- 
vention that could be expected from the principal institutions would not be 
large, and the remaining gap, if it were to be filled by the builders, could 
easily mean the doubling of their present subscription to their Federation. 
It is here that the effectiveness of a new Council could be impaired. The 
Minister of Works, who has shown himself fully enlightened in this matter, 
should in our view consider recommending the Treasury to increase its grant- 
aid to make an agreed programme of dissemination possible; it is to be remem- 
bered that about £700,000 annually is already being spent by Government 
on conducting building research, and it does not seem unreasonable that a 
further 10 per cent of this sum should be spent on getting data out of pigeon- 
holes and into the place where it is of use—the building site. Neither is 
it unreasonable that, were such subvention given, it should be for a limited 
period, say, ten years, after which time a better-informed and more efficient 
industry should carry the greater part of its information service and even start 
its own research organisation, leaving BRS to concentrate on pure research. 

This is a plan which must obviously be taken one step at a time, though the 
industry must not shrink from the ultimate responsibility which is its own. It 
should remember that agriculture is able to expend annually a sum in the 
region of £3 million on research, and presumably finds that it pays; so must 
also the large building firms which conduct their own research. But if the 
whole basis of acceptance of the value of research by the rank and file of 
the industry is to be broadened, then understanding action by the Treasury is 
needed if any new Advisory Council is not to be hamstrung.

BUILDING RESEARCH 
DSIR to Assume Full Responsibility 


HE Lord President of the Council 
and the Minister of Works have 
decided that the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research should in future 
be the only Government Department with 


responsibility for Building Research. 
Hitherto the Ministry of Works has 
shared this responsibility through the 


Advisory Council on Building Research 
and Development. This Council, which 
was set up in 1947, and has made a most 
valuable contribution to the whole field 
of building research, will therefore not 
be continued after its present two-year 
period expires in March, 1959. 

To ensure continuity of the important 
work previously undertaken by the 
Advisory Council, the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research will 
invite the various sections of the building 
industry to nominate representatives to a 
‘Standing Conference on _ Building 
Research and Development.’ The terms of 
reference and further details of the opera- 
tion of this Standing Conference will be 
announced later by the DSIR. 

The Ministry of Works will continue to 
provide the present service of Advisory 
Leaflets, Lectures and the Technical 
Information Service.

Not many religious buildings have the importance of 
this new Chapel which has just been consecrated. It 
occupies a historical site dear to devout Catholics and to 
lovers of London’s history. 

The site on which this Chapel stands is hallowed by the 
mulberry tree under which Sir Thomas More used to sit, 
and is already consecrated ground as on it the great Lord 
Chancellor had built his own Chapel. 

There are many historical associations connected, not 
only with the religious but also with the political life 
of the 16th century. It was here that Sir Thomas More 
had his favourite house and it is here that Henry VIII 
used to call to see his Lord Chancellor and Counsellor 

It is on this site, in Beaufort-street, so full of historical 
associations, that the Sisters of the Adoration Reparatrice 
established their headquarters in England. 

The first Chapel, built in 1913, was gravely damaged 
through enemy action during the last war. The damage 
sustained was so great that the architect advised that it 
would be preferable to pull down the damaged fabric and 
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build anew. To this course the War Damage Commission 
agreed. The plan of the new Chapel had to conform with 
the strict requirements of the Order, a portion of the 
nave to be occupied by the Sisters of the Order, and the 
rear portion to be open to outside worshippers, the overflow 
of whom would find accommodation in a gallery. 

The climax, however, of the Chapel and its purpose, is 
the Perpetual Adoration of the Holy Sacrament, and a 
gold Monstrance supported by two silver angels stands 
on a raised platform behind the Altar. 

The design in itself and the style are distinctly modern, 
without losing its religious atmosphere and tradition. The 
interior, which rises to some 42 ft., expresses the construc- 
tion and the proper use of the building materials—rein- 
forced concrete for the structural frames and 2 in. Matlock 
grey bricks for the panel wall surfaces. Economy 
necessitated the simple devisement of the interior decora- 
tion. The brick texture in itself is so pleasant in colour 
that it was thought advisable to reveal its beauty by leaving 
it exposed. A bluish hue is given to the whole interior by 
the use of a blue mortar and slightly bluish tint glass in 
the openings. 

The only glazed areas are in the Sanctuary on the left

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and right of the Altar, and the west elevation, throwing 
all the light on the Altar and the Monstrance above 
The artificial lighting is concealed. 

The ceiling forms the underside of the roof concrete 
slab with the appropriate acoustic treatment, * Unitex ’ 
panels painted in bluish tones ; the ceiling above the Altar 
is decorated in deep coffers, from which is suspended the 
tester crowning the Monstrance. 

The floor is mainly in terrazzo, the heating being by 
means of radiation from the heated floor 

In addition to the gallery at first-floor level for the 
public, there is a screened gallery in direct communication 
with the convent, permitting sick Sisters to assist at 
the services without being seen. 

The exterior is built in the same 2 in. Matlock grey 
bricks, the side elevations having a frieze of windows at 
high level; the front elevation is of reconstructed stone 
forming glazed compartments, the perpendicular mullions 
being mainly predominant 

From the overhanging copper roof is suspended a huge 
crucifix in beaten natural aluminium, the body of the Christ 
contrasting with the colour of the gilded cross This 
original work of art is the creation of Professor Saupique

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CORRESPONDENCE 
Unifying Transport 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—How welcome your leading 
article on January 2! For there is 
ample evidence of Britain’s most recent 
learned inquiry into wheeled transport 
affairs having become forgotten history. 
That inquiry into Road and Rail Trans- 
port (the 1932 Salter Conference) ruled 
that, in fairness between the two forms 
of transport, the rubber-tyred one should 
not be taxed more than was to be spent 
on the upkeep of the highway system. 

It is understandable that the exigencies of 
national finance should gradually have 
resulted in the mulcting of motor transport 
in taxation to the extent of some £500 mil 
lion annually, compared with gross road 
costs (national and local) around £120 mil 
lion; but what cannot be explained, without 
recourse to sentiment and politics, is the 
way in which the railways’ case for yet 
further protection from road competition js 
aired persistently, even by the supposedly 
impartial, with a tone of complaint against 
the British Transport Commission and 
Governments past, present and future. The 
combined outpourings of the Commission 
and the Exchequer, to meet British Railways’ 
deficits and capital expenditure, have already 
reached the amazing figure of £4 million 


weekly, with the peak not yet in sight 
What more could be demanded? 
The particular hardship of the railways 


commonly ventilated concerns thet: 
having to provide and maintain their own 
railed roads. But the Salter Conference went 
into that very thoroughly before giving their 


most 


ruling: it was decided that motor trans 
port's inheritance of the highways as a 
legacy from the past was counterbalanced 


by their communal Have the circum 
stances changed meanwhile? Motor vehicles 
have quadrupled approximately and no doubt 
make that much more use of the highways, 
but the community have gained the free 
use of 13.360 miles of new roads and streets 
which have been paid for, many times over, 
in motor taxation. One could amusingly, 
and not unjustifiably, go on to claim that 
the community are enjoying the use of a 
wide variety of other amenities provided by 
the State out of excess motor taxation 


But jobbing back like that should not be 
allowed to occupy the next, and overdue, 
wheeled transport inquiry. There is_ the 
future. All Britain's hopes of freer move- 
ment are at present pinned on the railway 
modernisation scheme and the Minister of 
Transport’s road plan; neither is coming up 
to expectations. Surely it is high time they 
were looked into together, as you suggest, 
not separately. Wheeled land surface trans 
port is a unity too long unrecognised as 
such

ROYAL GOLD MEDAL 


Mies van der Rohe 


Receives Award for 1959 


HE Queen has signified approval that 

the Royal Gold Medal for the promotion 
of architecture for 1959 be awarded to 
Mies van der Rohe, Fellow of the American 
Institute of Architects. The medal will be 
presented, according to present plans, at a 
general meeting of the RIBA on April 7. 





Mies van der Rohe 


Born in Germany in 1886, son of a master- 
mason, Ludwig Mies, as he then was known, 
had no formal architectural training, but 
worked first as an apprentice and then as a 
draughtsman, for two years with Bruno Paul, 
the furniture designer, and later with Peter 
Behrens. He set up his own practice in Berlin 
just before the 1914-1918 war, after which in 
1926 he was appointed first Vice-President of 
the Deutsche Werkbund, an organisation exist- 
ing to improve the quality o¢ industrial design. 
Several office block projects were followed in 
1929 by his design, illustrating a concept of 
* flowing space,’ for the German pavilion at the 
Barcelona exhibition. In 1930 he became 
Director of the Bauhaus school at Dessau but 
closed it in 1933 when for political reasons it 
was moved to Berlin. He left Germany for 
America in 1938 and a year later was appointed 
Director of Architecture of what is now the 
Illinois Institute of Technology, whose great 
rebuilding scheme he designed. His earliest 
work in America was the * floating cage 
house at Wyoming for Mr. and Mrs. Resor 


In the last ten years he has designed a number 
of blocks of apartments, notably the Promon- 
tory Apartments, Lakeshore Drive, on the 
Chicago lakeside, and others. He regards as 
his masterpiece the Seagram building in New 
York, designed with Philip Johnson and com- 
pleted in 1958 (illustrated in The Builder of 
July 4 last). He has a number of projects on 
the drawing board, including the Convention 
Hall, Chicago. He is a member of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Sciences, a member 
of the Russian Academy of Art and Hon

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COUNTY INFANTS’ SCHOOL, 
WOKINGHAM 
Competition Reviewed 
by Harold A. Dod, MA, FRIBA 


YWO hundred and eight designs were 

sent in for this competition—a sur 

prising figure and indicative of the interest 
which school planning still evokes. 

The conditions of the competition were, 
I thought, particularly well drawn-up, 
excelling more in what was left out rathe; 
than what was put in. The assessors 
wisely refused to be drawn into matters 
of detail when answering competitors’ 
seemingly persistent questions: * Left to 
competitors’ was here the order of the 
day. The assessors hoped thereby, as they 
say in their report, ‘to give encourage- 
ment to young members of the architec- 
tural profession with their reputations 
still to make.’ This is a good idea, but 
unfortunately the response, with an excep- 
tion or two, did not produce anything 
new or of outstanding merit and in this 
respect the competition is something of 
a disappointment. 

With the enormous concentration 
which there has been on school planning 
since the war, including the efforts of such 
experts as the architectural staff of the 
Ministry of Education itself, we may have 
reached the ultimate. If in the future 
any great advance is to be made, the edu 
cation authorities may have to re-write 
their requirements 

The first premium was awarded to 
design No. 3 [Wells & Hickman] which 
was Outstandingly well drawn and clearly 
presented. There is nothing original, or 
In any way new, in this scheme; it wins 
on the clarity of thought which produced 
it. The various units of the well-knit plan 
all fit exactly together like a jig-saw 
puzzle, and once the assessors had seen 
it they would be unable to get it out of 
their thoughts. As a result of the echelon 
planning of the pairs of classrooms, the 
elevational treatment is well modulated 
and has nice alternations of light and 
shade—an essential in single-storey schoo! 
buildings if monotony is to be avoided. 

The placing of the dining room, 
assembly hall, kitchen, boiler house, and 
changing rooms is very good in relation 
to the rest of the scheme, and the main 
entrance to the school premises is so 
located as to give a feeling of unity to 
the plan—no infant, however, small. 
would be lost in this school. Although 
the placing of the school building on the 
site makes necessary a longer approach 
road, it is, | think, justified by giving the 
right aspect for the classrooms without 
making them look directly on to the 
backs of the houses. 

The ground-floor levels followed care 
fully the rise of the land and, with one 
exception, the necessary steps were 
thoughtfully p!aced, the exception being 
the steps in the approach to classrooms 
5 and 6. The outline specification pro 
vided by the competitors, commendab!y 
brief, was of interest both for the unusual 
structural forms proposed for certain 
parts of the building, notably the roof 
over the assembly hall and for the 
finishes generally 
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The second premium goes to the autho: 
of design No. 71 [Allan Goodman]. In 
this scheme the reasons for the siting of 
the buildings are difficult to appreciate. 
Ihe south front of the school is placed 
near the west boundary of the site, 1.e., 
as near the existing houses as possible 
and it is occupied by the boiler house, the 
kitchen, the main school entrance and 
the blank wall of a classroom. The 
planning inside the school is individuai 
and interesting and great thought has 
obviously been given to such problems as 
the provision of small scale and intimate 
dining spaces for the children. The class- 
rooms themselves are well planned, but 
the aspect of the windows suffers from 
the main defect in siting noted above 
The plan has undoubtedly many good 
points, but at the same time it has been 
allowed to become over complex for so 
simple a problem, in theory at least, as 
a two-form entry infants’ school. 

Before leaving the consideration of this 
plan, the question should be asked 
whether it is right to allow oil tankers 
and food delivery vans, etc., along the 
narrow access road which leads to the 
infants’ entrance. This surely is asking 
for trouble some time or another, and it 
is interesting to note in the scheme placed 
third how this particular problem has 
been dealt with. 

Originality and Interest 


Design No. 128 [Kenneth Tasker] was 
awarded third premium, and here again 
unfortunately, and probably for reasons 
of economy alone, the school has been 


kept near the west site boundary. A 
measure of originality and interest has 
been worked into the school by the 


placing round an open court of the pairs 
of classrooms. The plan gains from this 
a sort of domesticity very suitable and 
appropriate for an infants’ school. The 
outlook and aspect of the classrooms :s 
good and there is no doubt about the 
workability of the scheme. There is no 
waste space anywhere inside the walls, 
and the probable cost would probably be 
within the allotted figure, a state of affairs 
inconceivable with many of the schemes. 

For some reason, however, the com- 
fortable feeling induced by looking at the 
plan is dispelled by the elevational treat- 
ment. The scale seems to have been lost 
in endless repetition without much reliet 
A great deal of applied colour would be 
required to give any interest whatever. 

One is left with the strong impression 
that had these elevations been better a 
higher place than third would have been 
awarded to this scheme. 





Assessors’ Report 


FTER giving their award (given in The 
44 Builder last week and set out on fol 
lowing page) the Assessors state: The 
main object of the County Council in pro 
moting this competition was in the main to 
seek new ideas...and in so doing to give 


encouragement to young members of the 
architectural profession with their reputa 
tions still to make....In the event the 


designs have if anything shown that there is 
little left untried in the planning of the two 
form entry infant school. Certainly no entry 
combines in itself the qualities of originality, 


serviceability and esthetic merit .In 
general standard of architectural design 
many of the entries do not rise above the 


level of mediocrity. No competitor has been 
willing to impose on himself, consistent! 
throughout his plan, such limitations as a 
pitched roof in order to ensure a trouble 
free building. The result has been a gain 
in overall floor areas, but it might be said 
that this prodigality of space has only been 
achieved by a frugality in construction 

The assessors have been influenced by 
educational, esthetic and technical factors 
They have assessed educational merit on the 
size and shape of the teaching spaces and 
the access and egress from them, the rela- 
tive positions of the entrance, the administra 
tive rooms, the main hall, the dining space 
and the classrooms, the degree to which inde 
pendence without isolation has been achieved 


for the classrooms of the youngest children, 
the distribution of cloakrooms, the avail 
ability of external work spaces and their 


siting in relation to classrooms, and the ease 
with which the whole can be administered as 
one unit. 

They have considered the harmony of the 
school as designed with its surroundings 
on the technical plane the assessors have 
attached importance to simplicity and 
economy of construction After applying 
these criteria to the 208 designs received, the 
assessors have reached the unanimous 
opinion that there are three competitors who 
succeed more than the others in solving or 
minimising the problems inherent in the task 
set. 

Points made by the assessors on the prize- 
winning designs are: 


WINNING DESIGN (No. 3, by Wells & Hick 
man): Like most iof those submitted this 
cannot be regarded as highly imaginative, 
nor does it make any new contribution to 
the planning of infant schools. Its outstand 
ing merit lies in the ease and lucidity with 
which it resolves the major siting and plan 
ning problems Relationship between 
landscaping, the layout of the outdoor teach- 
ing areas and the play spaces is excellent: 
these merits outweigh the disadvantages of 


the additional length of roadway, which 
would not have been necessary had the 
school been sited further to the west 


The plan provides for a thoroughly work- 
manlike, straightforward school, without an

The planning of 
the building on the site does not reach the 
same high standard as the plan, which ha 
much that is good, especially the planning of 
the first-year teaching rooms 

THIRD PREMIUM (No. 128, by Kenneth 
Tasker): Of the three prize plans this one 
has the best chance of being executed withi: 
current cost limitation, without modification 
lo achieve this it is possible that too wide a 
Safety margin has been left with consequent 
sacrifice of space Despite some short 
comings the whole has the attractions of 
simplicity, economy of space and the sense 
of cohesion that is important for an educa 
tonal unit of this kind 


Winners’ Report 

Following are some extracts from the win 
ners’ report: 

WE SUGGEST THAT, on a rather open site 
like this, the school should have a feeling 
of opening out into the surrounding country 
with the utmost integration of outdoor and 


ndoor spaces We also believe that dif 
ferentiation between age groups can be 
achieved by varying outlook and furniture, 


colour and fittings, rather than by squeezing 
classrooms into arbitrarily different shapes 


In the design the decision to use trad 
tional methods of construction within the 
means of the smaller builder was a basic 


approach. The use of brick walls and con 
tinuous clerestorey windows in comparatively 
low rooms jis inherent in the design, but the 
use of laminated timber beams is incidental 
Plan analysis shows a total net teaching area 
of 6.680 ft. sup., with a total superficial area 
of the complete schoo! of 11,370 ft. sup.

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HESE houses are part of a new development of 44 

three-bedroomed houses, laid out in three- or five- 
house terraces. The terraces, which are set at right- 
angles to Dulwich Wood-avenue, are approached by a 
wide pedestrian precinct. Each house is * L’-shaped and 
they are linked together by paved courtyards. _ Brick-built 
garages, one for each house, adjoin the terraces and stone 
bollards ensure that vehicles are not driven on the 
pathways. 


Externally the houses have a front elevation of Sussex 
multi-coloured bricks and a rear elevation of brick and 
hung tiles. The external walls are 11 in. cavity 

Adjoining the kitchen is an external courtyard, partially 
covered with a glazed roof, which accommodates the fuel 
storage bunker and provides a tradesmen’s entrance, and 
at the same time forms a privacy screen between adjoining 
nouses. 

The living room runs the full rear width of the house, 
and is entered from the hall through double glazed doors. 
The floor is surfaced with hardwood blocks. The open 
staircase leads to a square landing where the airing 
cupboard is located. 

The two principal bedrooms are fitted with deep built-in 
wardrobe cupboards. In one bedroom a ladies’ vanity 
table is built into a corner recess. In the other bedroom 
there is a fitted dressing table with shelves and drawers 
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Private Housing 
at’ Dulwich

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Both the vanity and dressing tables have polished hard- 
wood finishes. The third bedroom, which includes a deep 
wardrobe cupboard, is at the front of the house and has 
french doors opening on to the balcony. 

The bathroom contains a coloured bath and handbasin 


to match, as well as a linen chute built in at the foot of 


the bath giving an easy method of passing linen to the 
receiving cupboard in the kitchen below. A second WC 
suite leads off the landing. 

The house is heated by convected hot air from a 
‘Halcyon’ gas-fired unit installed in one of the kitchen 
cupboards. Through built-in concealed ducts the warm 
air is impelled by a fan to the louvred outlet grilles in the 
living room, entrance hall and upstairs landing. The unit 
is fitted with manual controls by which any or all of the 
ducts may be opened or closed. A thermostat in the 
living room comes into operation according to any rise or 


fall in the air temperature. Supplementary heating is 
provided in the living room by an open fire set in a stone 
surround. 

The houses are being sold on 99-year leases at £4,925 
for centre houses and £4,995 for end houses. There is 
an annual ground rent of £37. In order to maintain the 
character of the estate, external colours and finishes are 
selected by the architects ; internal finishes are, however, 
to purchaser's choice.

Winners’ Report 

HE Architects’ purpose has been to 
design an integrated group of buildings 

with convenient and direct access to all the 
main elements of the plan on one level, and 
so disposed on this steeply sloping site as 
to form and enclose pleasant courts and land- 
scaped areas. All those inherent advantages, 
in fact, that stem from good practice on a 
comparatively level site. The strong con- 
centration of the building masses, in spite 
of the low building heights in the centre of 
the site, permits the greater part of it to be 
preserved as a landscaped recreational area. 
A feature of the scheme is the clear separa 
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Longitudinal section and section through workshops

The class- 
rooms have been planned on the north-west 
side of the block thus enjoying the views 
and quiet, with the practical rooms, which 
will be in occupation full-time, on the south- 
east side, acting as a buffer zone. The future 
instalments have been arranged with the 
minimum of re-organisation of the first-stage 
plan and allow the maximum flexibility of 
re-planning.

Teaching Block. The type of structure for 
this building is that referred to above.

The columns are 
steel tubes filled with vibrated concrete. The 
interaction of the steel and concrete permits 
the use of unusually slim columns. Wind 
forces are resisted by the in situ concrete 
Staircase walls acting with the in situ con 
crete floor. Simple bolts will be used for 
site connections. 

Hall and Gymnasia. These will be roofed 
with tubular steel trusses resting upon steel 
columns, Workshop and Domestic Science. 
These will be roofed with portal frames 
with purlins supporting woodwool slabs.

News of the Week 


RIBA Special Meeting 

N attendance that filled the Henry 

Jarvis Hall and annexe on the occa- 
sion of the RIBA General Meeting on 
Tuesday night heard explanations from 
Mr. E. D. Jefferiss Mathews, Hon. 
Treasurer, on the state of the RIBA 
finances and from Mr. Cleeve Barr on 
the progress made by the Constitutional 
Committee. There was remarkably little 
comment on the financial issues and esti- 
mates (see The Builder of January 2) and 
attention was mainly on Mr. Barr’s 
report. Mr. Barr ably conducted mem- 
bers (who included many from Allied 
Societies) through the 21 recommenda- 
tions, and a show of hands following dis- 
cussion on each, proved a remarkable 
degree of unanimity in favour of the 
proposals except for that which would 
have continued direct AA representation 
on Council. The Committee's final 
report, said Mr. Barr, should go to 
Council in March but it was unlikely, he 


added, that any changes would become - 


operative before the 1961 elections. A 
full report will be given next week. 


Chief Architect for MoH 


THe Ministry of Health is to have its 
own architect’s _ department to study 
designs for hospitals and other buildings 
connected with the health service, and 
applications are invited for the post of 
chief architect at a salary of £3,400 a 
year. At present this work is done by 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government. 

The change has been made because 
nearly 20 large hospital building projects 
are in hand, and will call for considerable 
specialised architectural work. The hos- 
pital building allocation will reach 
£254m. in the 1960-61 financial year.

Annual Report 


N their annual report it is shown that 
during the year the Society as a whole 
met on six occasions, each of these meet- 
ings being of educational value as well as 
serving to conduct business. Speakers 
were :— 

Professor S. Mackey, BE, AMICE, Mr. 
Eric Cumine, FRIBA, Mr. Stanley T. Kwok, 
B Arch, ARIBA, Mr. D. E. E. Gibson, CBE, 
FRIBA, Mr. Gerald Moore, MA, and Mr. 
R. F. Simpson, BSc. 

In March the Society met Dr. R. Buck- 
minster Fuller, eminent American engineer, 
and founder of the Fuller Research Insti- 
tute, at tea, when members were able to 
discuss geodetic domes and dymaxion prin- 
ciples with this versatile speaker. The 
function was arranged by Mr. G. D. Su, the 
Social Affairs organiser. 

Early in July Professor R. H. Matthew, 
CBE, FRIBA, whilst visiting the Colony as 
External Examiner at the Faculty of Archi- 
tecture, University of Hong Kong, was 
introduced to members at a party at the 
Wing On Bank mess. 

The Council met five times during the 
year, under the chairmanship of the Presi- 
dent, Mr. A. M. J. Wright, and two stand- 
ing Committees, nominated by the Council, 
have functioned, giving advice and assis- 
tance to them. These are the Professional 
Practice Committee, Mr. W. G. Gregory, 
chairman; Mr. H. G. Robinson, Mr. Faitfone 
Wong, plus, from August, Mr. J. Howorth 
and Mr. Stanley Kwok; the Building Regula 
tion Committee, Mr. Faitfone Wong, chair- 
man; Mr. J. B. March, Mr. A. H. Basto, 
Mr. N. J. Chien and Mr. D. N. Pang. 

Early in the year the Society’s Code of 
Professional Conduct, and the Conditions of 
Engagement and Scale of Professional 
Charges were published after receiving 
approval from the RIBA and the Year Book 
was circulated to members, The use of. the 
Code and Scale will of necessity take some 
time to be fully effective, but the Council 
believe that its use by all members can only 
assist in raising the standard of the profes- 
sion. Council have also under discussion 
the question of restriction on the use of the 
word ‘ architect,’ to ensure its application to 
properly qualified and authorised practi- 
tioners only. 


Special Scale of Fees 


Other matters concerned or under discus- 


sion by the Council include consideration of . 


a special scale of fees for multi-storey 
repetitive buildings; a visitors’ guide of 
architectural interest; the establishment of a 
Joint Consultative Body for the Building 
Industry (in conjunction with other profes- 
sional bodies related to the building industry 
in Hong Kong and the Building Contractors 
Association). A ruling on an architect's 
liability for professional negligence, under 
Hong Kong Law, was obtained from the 
legal adviser and circulated to all members. 

In April the qualification for full mem- 
bership was extended to include authorized 
architects whose names appear in List 1 of 
the Government Gazette of May 24 1957 
and/or such other lists of similar import as 
may subsequently appear. Members of the 


Society, in all classes, total 99. During the 
year under review there have been four new 
members elected, two members have 
resigned, and the Council record with regret 
the death of Mr. H. M. Spence and Miss 
Mai Lee.

NEW BUILDING PROJECTS AT 
GUILDFORD 
Redevelopment of the Town Centre 
From a Correspondent 

IG building projects planned at Guild: 

ford, Surrey, during the next two years 
will substantially change the character of 
the town centre. Expected to begin soon 
are the Upper High-street widening scheme, 
the new library in North-street, the civic 
hall and the Mount-street block of flats. 

Released recently was news of another 
extensive development which is to take place 
at the corner of Bridge-street and Railway 
Esplanade, where it is planned to build a 
Six- Or seven-storey block consisting of 
offices with service station and car show 
rooms beneath. Work is expected to begin 
early in the New Year on what will be the 
largest free-standing building in the town 
area, 

At the moment the site is occupied by 
condemned cottages, some of which are 
partly demolished. Development of this 
area, followed, it is hoped, by the Farnham 
Road improvement scheme at some date in 
the not too distant future, will considerably 
enhance what for many years has been an 
eyesore to all using Guildford Station. 

To be known as Bridge House, the new 
building has been designed by Messrs. 
Brownrigg and Turner, the Guildford archi- 
tects, and is to be built by R. Holford and 
Co., Ltd. It will comprise a service station 
and car showroom on the ground and the 
lower ground floors, with five or six floors 
of offices over. The service station and 
showrooms will be taken by Shell-Mex and 
BP Ltd, who are to install full service facili- 
ties. An agreement has been reached to 
lease the offices to the GPO for the tele- 
phone service staff. 

The architects say the development has 
been designed to express the functions of 
the two different occupations. A tall office 
block, raised on pilotis, will span the lower 
buildings and roadways. 

The elevation to the River Wey has been 
sympathetically considered, taking full 
advantage of the hitherto largely neglected 
potential which the river offers. At the 
nearest point the building will be about 
50 ft. from the river. The site is one of 
about half-an-acre. 

Sponsoring the development are the 
Norwich Union Insurance Societies (estates 
department), who are also responsible for 
the Upper High-street redevelopment. 


Capital values of the two schemes total over 
£1,500,000.

Harris, AFC, FRICS. 

In his paper Mr. HAMMERSLEY dealt 
with the economics and development of 
plant usage and gave as his opinion that the 
mechanisation of the building industry had 
in the past lagged behind that of other in- 
dustries although the war years had accel- 
erated the development. Though there 
was still much to be desired, he felt that 
great strides had been made, as our progress 
in this field had been no less than that of 
other countries and we could be unashamed 
of our mechanised efficiency. He drew atten 
tion, however, to the serious lack of fully 
trained engineers in the building industry 
who had a lifelong experience of mechanical! 
plant. 

He went on to speak of the technical con 
siderations necessary in the choice of plant 
and gave some interesting comparisons of 
the economics of earth moving by various 
methods. He then entered upon the con- 
troversial subject of tower cranes and hoists 
and drew attention to the present-day 
tendency to regard the tower crane as the 
panacea for all building problems despite 
the considerable economic advantages of 
hoists in many situations. Of particular 
interest was the information that all tower 
cranes, with one exception, were of foreign 
manufacture. 

As an adjunct to pre-planning contracts, 
Mr. Hammersley felt that great benefit could 
be obtained from consultation between de- 
signer and plant engineer.at an early stage in 
an endeavour to design buildings to give the 
maximum economic use of plant. 
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‘LAND USE PLANNING IN SOVIET RUSSIA’ 


A Paper at the Town Planning Institute 


R. D. W. RILEY, MIMunE, one of 
a party of six planners and architects 
who visited the USSR in May to study 
planning and development in that country, 
presented a paper on ‘Land Use Planning 
in Soviet Russia’ at a meeting of the Town 
Planning Institute held at Livingstone Hall, 
Broadway, SW1, on December 3. The visit 
was made at the invitation of the State Com- 
mittee of the Council of Ministers for Con- 
struction of the USSR. 

Following are extracts from Mr. Riley's 
paper. 

Fundamentally, people are concerned with 
the same sorts of problems everywhere, and 
measures to meet them tend to follow the 
same general lines. The lack of normal 
communications and contacts between the 
West and Russia for many years has, how- 
ever, created an atmosphere of mystery as 
to what is really happening behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

Cities, towns and villages are an expres- 
sion of the community that builds them. 
How we are prepared to spend our money 
and effort in creating and building is a 
record of the sort of people we are and the 
sort of community we live in. As one would 
expect, a planned social and economic order 
such as that of the USSR results in a more 
obviously planned and regulated physical 
environment, but circumstances have given 
a special emphasis to certain aspects of 
development in Russia. 

There is almost no private ownership in 
Russia, and all planning and development 
is controlled directly by the State. The whole 
economic development of the country is kept 
under review, organised and directed by the 
Central Government through an organisation 
known as ‘ Gosplan.’ This organisation deter- 
mines, for set plan periods, the allocation 
of the economic resources to all the various 
projects considered necessary. Other more 
detailed plans must fit into this general 
framework. 

The physical developments necessary to 
put the economic plans into effect are the 
concern of an organisation known as 
* Gostroy,’ the Council of Ministers for Con- 
struction—whose guests we were. This 
organisation is advised and assisted by the 
Academy of Construction and Architecture, 
a body consisting of specialists in the various 
technical, social, and economic sciences and 
arts, which in turn incorporates a great num- 
ber of expert Institutes concerned with 
research and development of particular 
aspects of planning and construction. 


Technical Knowledge 

An enormous amount of technical know- 
ledge and research is thus organised and 
directed towards the realisation of the various 
projects contained in the overall economic 
plans. Similar organisations exist in the 
various Republics and autonomous regions, 
and in the larger cities. The Academies are 
concerned with the determination of stan- 
dards, and model solutions to common prob- 
lems. They also appear to prepare actual 
proposals in some cases, although for the 
most part detailed schemes are now prepared 
by the Local Soviets through their appro- 
priate officers and Departments. 


In Moscow, where the organisation is 
similar to that of other big towns, planning 
is the concern of the Architectural and Plan- 
ning Directorate of the Institute for the 
General Plan of Moscow. This Directorate 
has a very wide range of duties covering all 
aspects of research, planning, and building. 
It is also concerned with the actual carrying 
out of the work through a Building and Civil 
Engineering Works Organisation known as 
*Glavmostroy.’ For this work of planning 
and building the City is divided into 13 
districts, each dealt with by a team in the 
Directorate. It was interesting to note that 
in the section of which we were given details 
70 per cent of the staff were women. 

The planning of the entire economic and 
physical development of a country in this 
way is a colossal undertaking, calling for 
qualities of wisdom and judgment which it 
must be difficult to find. The possibilities of 
extravagance and waste are obvious. 

An example of the disregard of normal 
market considerations is the Moscow Under- 
ground. This is a most impressive piece of 
work and deserves all the pride and praise 
it has called forth, but must have cost very 
much more than was strictly necessary to do 
an efficient transport job. We were told that 
it was an economic success because its 
receipts covered its operating and mainten- 
ance costs. We were surprised to find that no 
reference was made to its capital cost in these 
accounts. This was simply ignored, as also 
were the other projects which had to be 
postponed or abandoned in order to make 
it possible. 


Planning Aims and Achievements 


An enormous amount of work has been 
done on the establishment of industry in 
Russia, in the construction of factories and 
steel works, the sinking of mines, and the 
construction of dams and canals. 

The work done in the reconstruction of 
devastated cities is also quite staggering in 
its scope. All the cities we visited, Lenin- 
grad, Moscow and Stalingrad, had been 
besieged during the war, and much had been 
destroyed, particularly in Stalingrad, the 
centre of which was completely devastated. 
Kiev also was occupied by the Germans and 
very largely destroyed, In the reconstruc- 
tion of these cities the centres have been 
dealt with first, and a high priority has 
always been given to the provision of 
buildings for administration, culture, and 
recreation. 

In most of the rebuilding the architectural 
style is a rather heavy and ornate neo-classic 
which seems again to show the influence of 
the desire to impress and to add to the 
prestige of the State and the town. There 
is a general similarity of style throughout 
the Union, due no doubt to the working out 
of standards and designs centrally. The 
Russians seem now, however, to appreciate 
criticism, and a desire for greater simplicity 
and economy and for the encouragement of 
more modern styles of architecture seems to 
be coming into fashion. 

In the reconstruction of the cities another 
noticeable feature, which may not be uncon- 
nected with the general abundance of land 
and the desire for grandeur, is the great 
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width of the streets as compared with our 
standards. In some of the main streets of 
Moscow, for instance, one can see seven 
lanes of traffic moving in each direction 
and still leaving a centre strip unoccupied 
for the use of important vehicles such as 
ambulances and fire engines. 

The general impression is that Russia has 
very wide streets without a great deal of 
traffic, and we have a great deal too much 
traffic without the wide streets. The distri- 
bution of resources seems out of balance. 


Cultural Buildings 


Another aspect of planning arising from 
their concern to build up devotion to the 
country, its history and its achievements, is 
the concern for the preservation and restora- 
tion of all buildings and places of historic or 
artistic interest. Most of the cities of 
Russia are rich in such treasures—one can 
mention particularly Leningrad, Kiev and 
Moscow. The interest that the ordinary 
Russian people take in these buildings and 
museums of treasures displayed for them 
illustrates the success of this policy and the 
continuing identification of the Russian with 
his country. 

In the attempt to improve the appearance 
both of the towns and the countryside an 
enormous programme of tree planting has 
been carried out and is still progressing, and 
millions of trees have been planted, to the 
great advantage of the landscape and town- 
scape. 

The period of rather grandiose building 
seems to be giving way now to the present- 
day effort in planning and building which 
is very much directed towards the improve- 
ment of housing conditions. One difference 
between Russia and England is that we have 
concentrated on housing and, as some would 
allege, have fallen behind in the provision 
of community and other public buildings, 
while the Russians have concentrated on 
industry and public and cultura] buildings 
rather to the neglect of housing. 

Housing standards are very low compared 
with ours. The amount of living space per 
person is only about one-third of that con- 
sidered desirable here. This problem of 
housing need is now being tackled with typi- 
cal Russian thoroughness. Standards and 
designs have been worked out by the tech- 
nicians and the Government agencies and 
an immense programme of construction has 
been put in hand. As a result of various 
experiences and experiments the main con- 
centration of effort is now being made in 
the form of 4 or 5-storey * walk-up” flats. 

These are being constructed in prefabri- 
cated units, in order to minimise the work 
on the site, and large factories have been set 
up in various parts of the country to pre- 
pare these units on mass production lines. 
Building estates are now becoming more and 
more assembly sites for factory-made parts. 
This prefabrication is a natural response to 
conditions in Russia where, on account of 
the climate, the outside building season can 
be very short. It is leading to an impres- 
sion of monotony on account of the stan- 
dardisation employed, and the finish of the 
flats is rather rough by our standards, 

Even when the schemes are completed the 
standar J of living space will have risen only 
to something like two-thirds of that adopted 
as a general standard in this country. For 
purposes of comparison it should be noted

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that in Russia by definition the term ‘ living 
space’ excludes circulation space, bathrooms 
and kitchens. 

A pleasant feature of the work now being 
done in housing is the way in which the 
necessary open spaces and recreational areas 
are dealt with in the early stages of develop- 
ment, The roads are put in and the open 
space provided before the buildings are com- 
pleted, and the trees already up to fifteen 
years old are planted, apparently without 
any serious failures. 

It is in the present tendency to a greater 
freedom in architectural design; in the 
planning of these new housing areas; and in 
proposals for dispersal from congested 
towns, that contact between our two 
countries seems to have been most fruitful. 
They have been very much impressed by 
our housing work, and by our development 
of New Towns and expanded towns, and as 
a result are now adopting a policy of dis- 
persal to New Towns from all the major 
cities. In Moscow, and all cities of over 
500,000 inhabitants, there is to be a severe 
limitation on new industry. These towns are 
to be surrounded by green belts and their 
overspill population housed in satellite towns 
beyond the green belt. 

In their planning and reconstruction work 
the Russians place great emphasis on educa- 
tion. They are at present providing a general 
seven-year course from the age of 7-14 for 
all children, and their aim was to extend 
this to a ten-year course up to the age 17. 
This proposal has apparently been modi- 
fied in recent months.’ Their schools again 
are rather heavy and austere by our stan- 
dards and are, like the flats, of four or five 
storeys. 


Discussion 


Mr. ArtTHurR G. Linc, BA, FRIBA, 
MTPI, planning officer for Coventry, moving 
a vote of thanks to Mr. Riley, said he was 
sure everyone had appreciated the way he 
had reported what he had seen in the Soviet 
Union, and the unprejudiced way he had 
pointed out the faults and mistakes where 
he felt they existed and also the way he 
had stressed Russia’s achievements. This 
kind of reporting, Mr. Ling thought, would 
help both countries to understand each 
other better. It was when people came back 
with prejudices and full of criticism without 
recognising the good things that a lot of 
harm was done. 

He had had the privilege of travedling 
along very much the same route as had been 
followed by Mr. Riley. 

He had found too that tremendous 
changes were taking place. In Leningrad he 
noticed, for the first time, a road being nar- 
rowed instead of widened. There had been 
a tendency to build things of gargantuan 
proportions, but they had turned out to be 
too expensive. The tall buildings in 
Moscow had cost four or five times as much 
as the ordinary buildings. But he felt they 
added character and carried on the tradition 
of Moscow, although the Russians did not 
think they would build more of that type. 

Mr. Riley was right in thinking of the 
great significance of the Academy of Con- 
struction and Architecture (construction 
coming hrst) being given that name instead 
of the Academy of Building. In fact, it 
seemed that architecture had been coming 
up against the building industry. There was 


a vast system of fabrication in all building 
development. Every piece of construction 
was fabricated as much as possible and the 
building engineers seemed to have got away 
ahead of the architects with new ideas. 

Mr. Ling said he was pleased to see the 
compliment that had been paid to British 
town planning in the achievements in the 
Moscow suburbs. 

Dr. E. C. Wmtatts, Senior Research 
Officer at the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, seconding the vote of thanks, 
recalled a 10-day visit he had made to 
Russia as a guest of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. He found the Russian town planners 
and architects were discussing the same 
things and endeavouring to find a solution 
to the same kind of problems as we were. 
He felt one could not emphasise too much 
the careful planning which Russia gave to 
all her activities, whether it was fundamental 
research, technical education, or investment 
in capital goods, in which planning played 
an important part. 

Russia, he thought, was in some ways in 
the ebullient stage in which this country was 
in Victorian times with immense capital 
development going on and the country grow- 
ing rapidly. In more than one street one 
saw the old log-cabin type of house being 
replaced by modern buildings. He felt the 
Russians had to work very hard to provide 
for their security, and the development of 
heavy industry and the standard of living 
and amenity of the people had suffered. But 
he thought the differences in the future 
would be far less than they were now. 

Mr. A. I. PETRUSEVICH, a Counsellor from 
the Russian Embassy, who attended at the 
invitation of the Institute’s President, said 
it was a good thing for British architects and 
town planners to see what was being done in 
Russia. The Russian delegations who came 
to Britain were delighted to see the British 
towns, their planning and new buildings. It 
provided opportunities for them to give im- 
pressions of each other’s achievements and 
to be frank. 


EXPENDITURE ON RESEARCH 
DSIR’s New Five-Year Plan 


The notes given below on the DSIR second 
Five-Year Plan are based on information 
given in the House of Commons on 
December 18, by Mr. Harmar Nicholls, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Works, speaking on behalf of the Lord 
President of the Council (The Rt. Hon. Lord 
Hailsham), who is the Minister responsible 
for, the DSIR. 


XPENDITURE on research by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research will be nearly doubled in the next 
five years. Under its second five-year plan*, 
for the period 1959-64, approximately £61m. 
will be made available to the Department, 
compared with £36m. for the first quinquen- 
nium which ends on March 31 next. 
Expansion will continue steadily through- 
out the period and for the year 1963-64 
expenditure is planned to reach about £14m. 
This figure does not include certain items, 
the largest of which is the British contribu- 
tion to the European Organisation for 
Nuclear Research (CER) which will con- 
tinue to be financed outside the five-year 
plan. 
The largest expansion is planned to take 
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place in the field of scientific grants to the 
Universities. Post-graduate awards to 
students will be increased by about 10 per 
cent each year until in 1963-64, it is hoped, 
some 3,800 students will be receiving DSIR 
grants for research training. In the same 
year it is expected that DSIR support for 
special research in the research departments 
of universities will be operating on a scale 
of about £14m, per annum. 


DSIR Laboratories 


In support of additional research carried 
out in the Department’s own laboratories, 
expansion of staff at the rate of about 6 per 
cent per annum—or approximately 30 per 
cent over the five years—is included in the 
plan. 

Grants to the Research Associations will 
also be increased to over £2m. per annum by 
the end of the period. At present there are 
49 organisations in the DSIR scheme. The 
Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research will continue its policy of 
encouraging industry to bear an increasing 
proportion of the total cost. It may be 
expected, therefore, that the actual expansion 
of the RA movement will be proportionately 
greater than the increase in Government 
grant, 

It has also been decided to devote much 
more attention and more money to ensure 
that the results of scientific research are 
known and applied. 


Building and Equipment 


It is also proposed that the Ministry of 
Works will increase its rate of expenditure 
on behalf of DSIR so as to provide buildings 
and equipment for the increased staff of 
DSIR laboratories. The works programme 
includes the provision of a new laboratory 
at Crowthorne, Berkshire, to rehouse the 
Road Research Laboratory which at the 
moment occupies two separate sites a few 
miles apart, one at Harmondsworth, Middle 
sex, and the other at Langley, Bucks. The 
new Road Research Laboratory will include 
an experimental road system. 


*Note on long-term planning of research 
It will be remembered that some years ago it 
was decided to adopt an experiment of financ- 


ing the DSIR on a five-year basis. The experi- 
ment, which was designed to meet the needs 
of long-term planning of research, has proved 
successful, and the Government has decided to 
repeat it for a further five years. 

Changing conditions may require from time 
to time a switch of resources from one type of 
expenditure to another, so there will be flexi 
bility within the plan 

As before, the financial provisions of the new 
five-year plan are, of course, subject to the 
necessary funds being voted annually by Parlia- 
ment and must be subject to a review in the 
event of a marked change in the economic 
situation or of major changes in cost 


OBITUARY 
Sir Edward Monkhouse 


Sm Epwarp MonkKHouse, CBE, who was 
Timber Controller at the Board of Trade 
from 1947 to 1952, died on January 3 at 
the age of 68. His career, until he became 
a Civil Servant in the Second World War, 
was made in the Liverpool timber trade. He 
became a director and later joint managing 
director of Duncan Ewing and Co., Ltd., and 
he was president of the Liverpool Timber 
Trade Association in 1930 and of the Timber 
Trade Federation of the United Kingdom in 
1936-37. 
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STRUCTURE OF THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Census of Production Shows Trend Towards Larger Firms 


hag Board of Trade have recently pub- 
lished the part of the report on the 
Census of Production for 1954 which 
relatés to the building and contracting 
industry (Volume 12, Industry A: HMSO, 
1958, price 3s.). 1954 is a long time ago, 
but this Census report provides a lot of 
detailed information about the structure 
of the industry and its work, and it pro- 
vides also the firm basis from which 
short-term statistics can be built. Anyone 
with an eye for figures can easily extract 
numerous suggestive comparisons and 
relationships from the report; those which 
follow are only a few selected examples 
of what can be done. 

I propose to ignore the parts of the 
report which deal with the work of 
Government departments (net output 
£10m.) and Hospital Authorities (net out- 
put £8m.). Building by local authorities 
is the subject of a separate report. 

The private firms which remain can be 
divided into three groups; those employ- 
ing ten or fewer persons, for which only 
sketchy figures of production and employ- 
ment exist; those employing 11 to 24 
persons, which made a simplified return; 
and those employing 25 or more persons, 
which made a detailed return. The value 
of production for the smallest firms, num- 
bering over 72,000, was about £200m.; 
the value of production for 19 large firms. 
employing 3,000 or more, was about the 
same, Nearly 80 per cent of the output 
of the industry comes from the employers 
of 25 or more men, numbering 7,595, 
about 84 per cent of all firms; well over 
half comes from the employers of 100 or 
more men, numbering only 1,666, or less 
than 2 per cent of all firms, The building 
industry is certainly unusual in having a 
very large number of small firms, but, 
like most manufacturing industries, its 
output is in fact dominated by quite a 
small number of substantial employers. 

The number of firms appears to have 
been falling; in 1948 there were 93,000 
‘under 11's,’ in 1951 76,000, and in 1954 
72,000; in 1951 there were 18,600 
employers of 11 or more, and in 1954 
16,100, the loss being mainly in the 11-24 
group. Some part of this change might 
be attributed to statistical errors, but there 
seems to be little doubt that over the 
period to 1954 (and probably since then 
also) the large firms have been gaining 
ground rapidly at the expense of the 
small. This is not wholly, of course, a 
matter of direct competition; the type of 
work done by large firms (heavy civil 
engineering work, etc.) has expanded 
relative to the repair and maintenance 
work which is the special interest of the 
small firms. 

There is a set of tables which analyses 
the work done by different sizes of firm, 
according to their special interests. 
Three-quarters of the ‘under 11’s,’ as 
might be expected, specialise in repair and 
maintenance work; but there is another 
group of very small firms, about a tenth 
of the ‘under 11's,” by number, but 
responsible for nearly a quarter of the 
gross value of the output of this group, 
which specialise in house-building. In the 


11-24 group, about a third of the firms 
specialise in building houses, and a fifth 
on repair and maintenance; while the 
‘over 24’s’ are divided—about 30 per 
cent each to new housebuilding and other 
new building, about 20 per cent to repair 
and maintenance, 12 per cent to sub-con- 
tracting, and the rest to civil engineering, 
Opencast coalmining, etc. The average 
civil engineering firm (other than those 
specialising on road work) has, in this 
size group, around 300 employees. 

It is also possible to divide contractors 
by their specialist trades and by their 
interest in main contract work or in sub- 
contracting. Thus the ‘ over 24’s’ include 
195 heating and ventilating engineers, of 
whom 88 specialise in sub-contracting; 20 
demolition contractors, 20 scaffolding 
specialists, and so on. The sub-contrac- 
tors generally show a higher net output 


| per person employed than the main con- 


tractors, but this can perhaps be 
accounted for on statistical grounds. 


Output Per Person Employed 


Differences in the type of work done 
account for part of the tendency of net 
output per person employed to increase 
with size of firm—for private firms, 
though for Government departments 
there seems to be a tendency the other 
way! The private firms employing 11 to 
24 show a net output per person employed 
of £552, and they have eight operatives to 
each other member of the staff. The 
firms with 5,000 or more employees show 
a net output per person employed of 
£828, and they have only five operatives 
to each other member of the staff. There 
has been a marked tendency for non- 
operative staff to increase in recent years. 
(In assessing the figures given above, it 
must be remembered that ‘net output’ 
has to provide not only for wages and 
salaries, but for rents, rates and taxes, 
selling costs, depreciation and profits.) 

The work done is given in consider- 
able detail; for instance, in 1954 work 
to the value of £30m. was done on air- 
fields, £57m. on power stations, £20m. 
on ships, £8m. on hotels and public 
houses—these figures relate to the ‘ over 
24's... The industry produced for sale 
varied goods such as furniture and 
coffins; it bought (in the larger firms) 
£36m.-worth of bricks, £28m.-worth of 
cement, £23m.-worth of joinery, £20m.- 
worth of fuel, and so on. Unfortunately 
this table is somewhat spoilt by an 
omnibus item ‘AIH other purchased 
materials: £274m.’ 

Finally, it is interesting to note that 
of the total value of building work done 
in 1954 (but ignoring the ‘under 11’s’) 
over a quarter was classified to other 
industries, and will be found in other 
Census reports. The principal ‘ outsiders ” 
are, of course, the local authorities and 
public utilities, and the constructional 
engineering industry; but many other 
industries, especially in the engineering 
field, make their contribution to the whole 
whose complexity is illuminated by these 


statistics.

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BOOK 


EprroriaL NOTES FROM ‘CONCRETE AND 
CONSTRUCTIONAL ENGINEERING.” (London: 
Concrete Publications, Ltd.) Price 7s. 6d. 


N this book Mr. H. L. Childe reprints 38 
of the Editorial Notes he has written 
for ‘Concrete and Constructional Engineer- 
ing.’ Their main purpose is to encourage 
engineers and scientists ‘to explore beyond 
technical problems,’ and young men 
trained in engineering ‘to improve their 
general education.’ Several of the articles, all 
short, few running to more than 1,000 words, 
are on the theme that ‘ an arts degree should 
be an essential qualification for admission 
to a course of science or engineering.’ If 
not an arts degree then, one would think, 
at. least a better general education. ‘It is 
a saddening experience,’ writes Mr. Childe, 
“to meet university graduates who are un- 
ashamed at their inability to spell simple 
and common words, to hear them say that 
it does not matter if they use words which 
have a different meaning to that intended so 
long as they themselves know what they 
mean, that they have no use for art and 
suchlike time-wasting pursuits, and generally 
to deride education in its true sense.’ 

In the course of his efforts to help these 
perverse young men Mr. Childe scores direct 
hits on many of the more vulnerable targets 
of our time, e.g. slipshod writing and jargon 
especially in official publications, misguided 
research, phoney *‘ public relations’ activities, 
contemporary architecture, the ‘ pretensions’ 
of M. Le Corbusier, and so forth. Of course 
it is possible to disagree with him sometimes; 
for example, on the question of architectural 
aesthetics and his belief that structure must 
have ornament or decoration. For many 
there is something repugnant in the idea of 
clapping decoration on to a concrete struc- 
ture in order to ‘beautify’ it. The Vic- 
torians ruined the appearance of many of 
their fine works of structural engineering by 
putting this belief into practice. 

Generally, however, there can be nothing 
but praise for these thoughtful articles. They 
are full of sound sense and make excellent 
reading.

BUILDING REGULATIONS 1958 


Safety Form Amended 

oe Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) 

(Amendment) Regulations, 1958, which 
came into operation on January 1, have 
necessitated amendment of the Register 
(Form 91, Part I) prescribed by the Minister 
of Labour and National Service for keeping 
reports of inspections of lifting appliances 
and stability of cranes, etc. 

The revised Register is available for pur- 
chase from HM Stationery Office or through 
any bookseller, price 1s. 9d. (postage 4d.) and 
should be brought into use as from January 


Considerable alteration of the form of 
certificate of test and examination of a crane 
(Form 96) has also resulted. The form has 
been arranged so that if a crane has a 
variable radius, the test load and the safe 
working load will have to be shown in rela- 
tion both to the radius and length of jib. 

The revised Form 96 is also obtainable, 
price 2d. (postage 2d.), or 8s. 6d. per 100.

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EASTERN FEDERATION 
President’s Review of the Year 


A ‘brighter outlook’ for the building 
industry in the coming year is foreseen 
by Mr. H. G. Hormes, FIOB, President of 
the Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, in his review for 1958, to be 
presented at the Federation's 40th annual 
general meeting, to be held at Cambridge on 
January 21. After stating that the ‘ first step 
out of the gloom of severe financial 
stringency’ was the lowering of the Bank 
rate from 7 to 6 per cent last March, he 
nevertheless gives the following warning: 

‘One senses—particularly in relation to 
our own industry, that having been 
persuaded not to spend, potential customers 
may now have got out of the habit, despite 
Government encouragement to loosen the 
purse strings. 

‘In many respects the cardinal factor is 
the rate of interest, Mr. Holmes continues. 
‘ So far the lowering of the bank rate has not 
produced a complete chain reaction. Local 
authority interest rates, for example, remain 
high. The Minister of Housing’s recent 
suggestion to local authorities that they 
should put in hand some further housing 
projects by March, 1959 for completion 
during that year may not be taken up as ex- 
tensively as one would hope for, more be- 
cause of the cost of money than the technical 
capacity of local authorities to deal hurriedly 
with possible new schemes. 

‘On the private enterprise house building 
side the Government's terms for small savers 
are directly influencing building society share 
and deposit interest rates and their related 
lending rate. Before we see a radical im- 
provement in our industry there must, I am 
convinced, be a lowering of the interest rates 
payable by our customers. The effectiveness 
of demand is governed not only by the avail- 
ability of money but also by its cost. 

‘There is, without doubt, less pessimism 
in our industry now than at any time during 
the past eighteen months although in several 
parts of our region there has been very little, 
if any, improvement in the volume of work. 
We are, however, in a transitional period 
and it may well be that in East Anglia we 
shall have to readjust ourselves to a future 
level and pattern of building work 
different from that which we have experi- 
enced during and since the war.’ 

Other points from the review are: 

Management and _ prices.—Firm price 
tendering has now become re-established 
without experiencing the dire consequences 
some had forecast. We have been helped 
by the levelling of prices of building 
materials, but the contribution by building 
owners and architects to planning (and 
making up one’s mind) in advance has often 
been disappointing. Frequently vacillation 
and poor administration have complicated 
the work of the contractor in endeavouring 
to plan fully before he starts and drive the 
job through on time without let or 
hindrance. 

Without a doubt firm price tendering has 
been salutary for our industry, and the re- 
version to contracting in the fullest sense has 
had an invigorating effect on management 
which we hope will spread to other members 
of the building team. 

Wages and conditions—\t would appear 
that the days of grading are numbered, the 
National Joint Council’s intention being to 


have uniform grading in the provinces in 
1960. This new state of affairs will, we fear, 
only continue until such time as the Unions 
conveniently decide to reverse their present 
argument and embark upon claims for special 
rates for densely populated areas. 

Looking at it objectively the old grounds 
for different wage grades have largely dis- 
appeared, but while the practical effect of 
this is being worked out we are confronted 
by a claim from the Unions that the Outer 
London Rate should be raised to the level of 
Inner London with unfortunate anticipated 
repercussions in the Eastern Counties. 

Our holidays-with-pay scheme, it must be 
admitted, has come in for criticism over the 
years because of the extensive administrative 
work in builders’ offices, the capital which is 
tied up long in advance of the cashing of 
credits, and the all too zealous administra- 
tion by the Management Company of the ex- 
acting regulations. 

After frequent discussions on the scheme 
we decided to ask a small study group in 
Norwich to survey the subject, but despite 
all this we are forced back to the conclusion 
that whatever the disadvantages of the 
scheme may be, it does meet the special 
needs of an industry as complex as ours. 


EVERYDAY THINGS

LXIL—The Demolition 


: HE DEMOLITION .CONTRAC- 

TOR.” What a grand name! He 
used to be called a ‘ House-Breaker,’ and 
when destruction was less fashionable 
than it is now and was incidental rather 
than wholesale, he was a little man who 
needed few tools but great skill for his 
trade. The skill was required in three 
ways: to tackle the pulling down, to 
dispose of the material, and—most diffi- 
cult of all, I would think—to give a price 
for the work. 

To my recollection he gave a price with- 
out a specification or a bill of quantities, 
but he had a wide knowledge of antique 
values and he could usually make a very

HE - Knows bes 
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shrewd bid without much apparent cal- 
culation. The disposal value of the 
salvaged material very often paid for the 
pulling down. There was, of course, no 
means of checking his price except by 
competition of which there was very little 
in the earlier days I speak of. You just 
trusted your man and I do not think he 
let you down. 

There must be considerable fascination 
in this dusty and dangerous work of 
demolition, otherwise no one would be 
found to do it. Yet there are many skilled 
men trained for the purpose. This build- 
ing in reverse, so to speak, is something 
that defies supervision by architect, 
quantity surveyor or builder. It is my 
belief that there is a sort of Ku-Klux- 
Klan of demolition men, because if ever 
you try to interfere in their operations you. 
will be met by passive resistance and a 
blank stare, and you might as well give 
in from the start for there is nothing you 
can do about it. 

Try watching a demolition squad at 
work one day, preferably from a distance, 
and you will see first of all the windows 
disappear (these are generally burnt), then 
the doors are taken out and made into a 
hoarding. Next, the floor boards are 
ripped out and usually burnt or perhaps 
used for ‘fans.’ The amount of stuff that 
is burnt will probably surprise you: even 
big timber joists are burnt, but no doubt 
the Klan knows best. 

Taking a building to pieces follows very 
much the putting-up process in reverse. 
The fireplaces are taken out, the skirtings 
removed and bit by bit the whole structure 
disappears. Just at what stage in the 
process the ‘ spirit of place’ disappears I 
have never quite decided. My guess would 
be that it goes with the first attack, but 
even so, some of the ghosts seem to linger 
until almost the last. The layer upon layer 
of wallpaper which comes to view tells a 
story of taste, fashion and even of history. 
The trinket found under the floor boards 
or behind the skirting, the withered flower 
in the inaccessible corner of a cupboard 
and the hidden Valentine must provide 
rich reward for the labours of an imagina- 
tive house-breaker—and I do not see how 
anyone without imagination could be 
found for this work. But perhaps, after 
all, it works the other way, and the job 
is only tolerable to the unimaginative. 

Where does all the old material go to? 
The doors, the fireplaces, the sinks, the 
kitchen ranges? I have never really 
discovered the answer to this, Odd pieces, 
yes, are clearly dispatched to a given 
location, but the mass of material which 
just disappears, no. Only the Klan knows.

‘PRICING THE BILL’ 
Paper at the Institute of 
Building Estimators 


PAPER entitled ‘ Pricing the Bill’ was 

presented by Mr. L. J. Bradshaw to 
members of the Institute of Building Esti- 
mators at a meeting held recently at the 
Greyhound Hotel, Croydon. Mr. W. L. 
Gaylon was in the Chair. 

Mr. BRADSHAW began by saying that the 
first of two principal factors to be borne in 
mind in the estimator’s work in pricing a 
Bill of Quantities was the assessment of the 
Lump Sum Tender. This was the purpose 
for which the Bill had been prepared and as 
the estimator approached his task of com- 
piling an assessment of what the job was 
worth, he took into consideration the pri- 
mary factors—site conditions, which would 
include accessibility for materials and lab- 
our, sub-soil, natural drainage and the like. 
He would study the plans to assess the con- 
tinuity or otherwise of trade operations. * As 
he prices the Bill,’ he went on, ‘the job 
develops trade by trade and operation by 
operation at the point of his pencil. So 
he evolves by his experience built up through 
years of keen study and enthusiasm the 
Lump Sum Price, 

*Today—more than used to be the case— 
the estimator has to consider most carefully 
all references in the preamble to the Bill to 
see if any alterations are to be made to the 
Standard Form of Contract, especially since 
the recent decision in the Court of Appeal 
in the case of Gold v. Patman and 
Fotheringham and particularly to see 
whether the contractor is to insure for any 
other matters than are stated in the RIBA 
form or whether the liabilities have been 
increased,’ Mr. Bradshaw went on. ‘Should 
any alterations or insertions be found, the 
LMBA should be notified immediately. If 
the clauses are in any way unfair, they will 
endeavour to get them deleted and in the 
case of insurances to see that a provisional 
sum is provided against them in the Bills.’ 


Consistent Relationship 


The second factor to be considered in 
pricing the Bill and the reason why the Bill 
of Quantities forms part of the Contract was 
that each and every price inserted by the 
estimator might be used against him in the 
valuation of variations. ‘ It is this part of the 
estimator’s work that I want to talk about 
this evening,’ he said, * for it is vitally impor- 
tant in my opinion that the priced Bill should 
be as near perfect a Schedule of prices as it 
is possible to make it. That means that 
relative prices should bear a proper and 
consistent relationship with one another and 
constitute a sound and reliable instrument 
for pricing the Variation Account. I have 
seen Bills in which the price for half brick 
walls has been cheaper per brick than 
reduced brickwork using the same bricks 
and built in the same mortar. 

‘Probably many of you will have had 
opportunities to inspect a bill in which you 


have been appalled at the way in which it 


has been priced. Where prices are inserted 
in a lazy and haphazard manner you may 
well imagine the difficulty and frustration 
that can emanate in trying to agree the Final 
Account for the works. In circumstances 
like this one must sympathise with the 


unfortunate quantity surveyor in trying to 
assess fairly the prices in the Variation 
Account taken from a haywire estimator’s 
original Bill. 

‘There is another aspect and surely ane 
that must appeal to all. We should be 
fairly compensated for each variation that 
occurs in the contract. If it is an addition 
it must be enough (though the wag might 
say it can never be enough); if it is an omis- 
sion it should still be fair and reasonable 
and not react unadvantageously on either 
the client or his builder! 

*To illustrate this let me refer to certain 
specific cases where ill advised methods of 
pricing may lead to difficulties in the settle- 
ment of the Final Account. First let us go 
to the Preliminary Bill and especially to the 
item “ Provide all necessary plant, scaffold- 
ing, gantries, hoists, tools and cartage neces- 
sary for the proper execution of the work.” 
In my opinion this item should be most 
carefully built-up and priced and the details 
of the build up kept as evidence. Some esti- 
mators price for the scaffolding with the 
main item of reduced brickwork, but one 
can very easily realise the great difficulties 
that may arise by following this procedure. 


‘ Substantial Variations’ 


‘If you have carefully measured all your 
scaffolds from the drawings and priced them 
realistically allowing for any necessary altera- 
tions and for boards and for the length of 
time required to be in position, should there 
be any variation which entails scaffolding 
your settlement with the quantity surveyor is 
made easier and much time and argument 
can be saved. This is a point you may wish 
to discuss later, on the best way to price 
preliminaries. 

‘The excavator bill is one which requires 
most careful attention, for one invariably 
finds variations occurring, in some cases of 
a substantial nature. 

‘When considering the question of water 
on the site, the actual water table should be 
taken in relation to your deepest digging, for 
should the excavation be extended by varia- 
tion below the water table instead of remain- 
ing above it, a new set of circumstances 
will have arisen to affect your individual 
prices. 

‘Similarly, where excavations for surface 
trenches are shallow, say 2 ft. 6 in. in depth, 
there are instances where estimators do not 
price the planking and strutting because in 
their- opinion none is required. I feel that 
this is a mistake, for should there be a varia- 
tion and the trenches extend to the full 5 ft., 
some planking and strutting may be required 
and yet, according to the rates in the bill, 
no payment can be made for it. 

‘Another trade that requires very careful 
pricing so that rates form a proper schedule 
is the joiner bill. This is fraught with many 
difficulties, as the majority of contractors 
nowadays sub-let their joinery and the quota- 
tions received generally are extremely badly 
priced. I have rarely seen a joiner’s quota- 
tion which has been priced with considera- 
tion being given to the job as a whole. 

‘Another point which I feel deserves 
closer attention is the pricing of the various 
labour items in the Bills to see that they do, 
in fact, cover the cost and not be nominal 
amounts. How many of us really price for 
plugging brickwork or concrete at what 
it is worth, or is this another nominal item? 
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I’m not suggesting that we increase our total 
estimated cost—but nowadays, even that 
might be very sound advice. These labour 
items seem to occur a great deal in the varia- 
tion account and are well worth our 
attention.’ 
Discussion 

In the discussion that followed Mr. 
Hates asked if the speaker thought that 
each item should carry its own profit. MR. 
BRADSHAW thought that such should be the 
case, but it did not matter where the profit 
was put, either on individual prices or added 
as a percentage at the end of the Bill. To 
add 24 per cent to 14d. would be difficult. 
Mr. GAYLON described how his firm had a 
bill to price for a job which contained only 
two items—planking and strutting and 
excavation. It was for an excavation job 
that went down 38 ft. and in this case the 
Standard Method of Measurement could not 
be used. The contractors were invited to 
use their own discretion in pricing and sub- 
mit their own scheme for doing the job. A 
price had to be built up for extra length of 
sheet steel piling and the job had to be 
planned before it could be priced. Mr. 
BRADSHAW said that this was a classic 
example of where it was essential to keep a 
fair build-up of the prices to substantiate 
any claim in respect of variation work. 

Mr. COocKSEDGE referred to a case where 
48 contractors were invited to tender and 
asked the speaker’s reaction to pricing a Bill 
under those circumstances. In reply Mr. 
BRADSHAW said that, of course, where 
excessive numbers were invited to tender the 
news soon got round and showed ineffi- 
ciency, Where the architect and quantity 
surveyor were known by the estimator to 
be efficient he would be able to price his 
tender more keenly.

HOUSING HALF A MILLION 
Building Company’s 25-Year Record 


R. L. H. P. MEYER, chairman of the 

Ideal Building and Land Development 
Company, Ltd., in reviewing the company’s 
activities during a dinner held on January 5 
at the Savoy Hotel, WC2, to celebrate the 
Silver Jubilee of the company, said that the 
organisation had housed over 500,000 people 
in this country in the past 25 years. He went 
on to pay tribute to the employees of the 
company who had made this possible. 

It reflected on the family spirit, which he 
had always endeavoured to foster, that there 
were over 500 employees in the group with 
more than 25 years’ service. 

‘A recent example of the drive and energy 
of the team,’ he continued, ‘ was displayed 
when they sold 150 houses in 24 hours. The 
value of the sale was in excess of £350,000. 

‘This surely demonstrates the desire on 
the part of the general public for home 
ownership. Housing needs in this country 
are still tremendous and at least three mil- 
lion houses are still required to meet this 
demand.’ 

Mr. Meyer went on to say that he pro- 
posed to form a Trust in memory of his 
mother so that the old people of the Epsom 
area, where the company was now estab- 
lished, could be assisted. The care of the 
old people of the Bexley and Erith districts. 
the site of the company’s old headquarters, 
was still to be carried on. 

In concluding, the chairman stated that 
as far as the future of the company was 
concerned they had more housing, building 
and civil engineering work in hand than ever 
before. 

Mr. Meyer was responding to a toast pro- 
posed by Lt.-Cor. Sir THoMaAs Moore, CBE, 
MP, who, in his address, expressed his per- 
sonal admiration for the company and its 
chairman. The new towns, he said, were a 
monument to the work done by both. 

In proposing a toast to ‘The Building 
Societies, Mason Howarp Roserts, MC, 
said that they had given, were giving, and 
would go on giving a service of supreme 
importance to the country in enabling all 
classes to acquire a stake in the country by 
securing their own homes. 


In replying SiR Bruce WycHerRLey, MC, 
FCIS, FRSA, stated that the past year had 
been somewhat difficult for the Societies.

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NATIONAL CERTIFICATES 
AND DIPLOMAS 


Submission of Candidates 


HE Ministry of Education has issued 

Administrative Memorandum No, 579 
to local education authorities and others con- 
cerned, which deals with procedures for the 
submission of candidates for national certi- 
ficates and diplomas. The text of the Mem- 
orandum is as follows: 


The Minister has received the report of a 
working party appointed to consider the 
procedures for the submission of candidates 
for the award of national certificates and 
diplomas. 

He has accepted the report in its entirety 
and has strongly commended its recommen- 
dations to the attention of the joint commit- 
tees concerned with national certificates and 
diphomas and other joint examination 
schemes. They have agreed, so far as prac 
ticable, to implement the recommendations 
with effect from the 1958-59 session. 


; The Minister wishes to draw special atten 
tion to two sections of the report, viz. : 


(i) Standardisation of Procedures (para 
graphs 5 and 6).—It will be noted that, for 
each Stage of the procedure recommended 
in paragraph 6, a specific time limit has been 
laid down. The Minister considers it essen 
tial to the efficient working of the new 
arrangements that joint committees and col- 
leges should make every effort to ensure 
that the various stages are completed well 
within the stipulated periods thus avoiding 
a heavy concentration of work at the end 
of the session. 


(ii) Certification of Pre-Final Years (pata- 
graphs 12-15).—The recommendations con- 
tained in this important section of the report 
represent a compromise between the wishes 
of the colleges and the administrative needs 
of the joint committees. The Minister hopes 
that joint committees will give sympathetic 
consideration to the views of the colleges 
in this matter and, if practicable, go even 
further to meet them than is suggested in 
paragraph 14. He is glad to note in this 
connection that there is evidence that some 
joint committees are already prepared to go 
further. 


Appropriate amendments to the Rules 
governing the award of national certificates 
and diplomas will be made as and when 
reprinting becomes necessary, In the mean- 
time, colleges should pay particular atten- 
tion to the joint committees’ Memoranda 
to Examinations Officers which will normally 
contain detailed guidance on the operation 
of the new procedures, 


An initial stock of the standard forms will 
be issued direct to colleges as soon as sup~ 
plies are available. Thereafter, requisitions 
should be addressed to the Chief Registrar.

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Conversion of Kensington Mews Property 


APPEAL ALLOWED BY MINISTER AFTER INQUIRY 


PPEALS made by Mrs, M. T. Siese of 

66 Holland Park-mews, Kensington, 

concerning proposed alterations at that 

address were considered recently by the 

Minister of Housing and Local Government 
following a local inquiry. 

The alterations included conversion of 
part of the ground floor to provide living 
accommodation which, the London County 
Council objected, constituted development 
and required planning permission because 
the proposal involved building operations 
which would constitute a material change 
in the external appearance of the building. 


The LCC also refused to permit the use of 
the ground floor of 66 Holland Park-mews 
for residential purposes in connection with 
the conversion of the premises into a dwell- 
inghouse with ground floor, garage, and 
for alterations in this respect. 


At the inquiry the main points made in 
support of Mrs, Siese were that from Decem- 
ber, 1924, until September, 1937, the pre- 
mises were used as a single dwelling, the 
ground floor was used as a garage and for 
storage use. From 1937 until 1946 the 
premises were vacant and from 1946 to 1956 
the first floor was let furnished for residen- 
tial use and the ground floor as a temporary 
expedient to a garage proprietor, part of 
whose business was the storage of cars. 
This use was a contravention of planning 
control. 


‘A Temporary Use’ 


It was stated that on the Appointed Day 
the premises were therefore under a tem- 
porary use which, although it existed for 
10 years did not cease to be temporary. It 
was submitted that by virtue of Section 12 
(5) (a) of the Town and Country Planning 
Act the resumption of normal use of the 
premises as a single unit of residential accom- 
modation did not require planning permis- 
sion, and that permission was not required 
for the internal alterations. 


By virtue of Section 12 (2) (a) of the Act 
planning permission was only required for 
the external alterations if they involved a 
material change in the external appearance 
of the building and it was submitted that 
the change in the external appearance which 
would result from the present proposal was 
neither substantial nor did it matter, from 
the planning point of view, because the pro- 
perty was only a minor one and the view 
of it was restricted. 


For the LCC the main points made regard- 
ing the Section 17 appeal were that: —The 
established use of the property was as a 
separate flat on the first floor and a separate 
garage on the ground floor. The premises 
were not a dwellinghouse and would attract 
none of the benefits provided by Class I of 
the First Schedule to the Town and Country 
Planning General Development Order, 1950. 
The ground floor, had, in fact, never been 
used as living accommodation. Section 12 
(2) (a) of the Act did not grant permission 
for extensive alterations as the words * other 


alteration’ must be construed with the pre- 
ceding words ‘maintenance, improvement.’ 
The Council considered that the proposed 
alterations would affect the external appear- 
ance of the building very materially and 
would constitute development for which 
planning permission was required. 


The Inspector in his report to the Minister, 
expressed the opinion that the alterations 
proposed to the exterior of the building 
would affect its external appearance so 
materially that planning permission for the 
work was necessary. 


The Applicant’s Case 


In giving his decision the Minister stated 
that he saw no reason to disagree with the 
Inspector’s findings in this respect and 
accordingly he had decided to dismiss Mrs. 
Siese’s appeal under Section 17 of the Act. 


With regard to the appeal against the 
Council’s refusal to grant planning permis- 
sion on the application, the main points 
made on her behalf were that:—There was 
no real pressing need for garaging facilities 
in the area because there were parking spaces 
for cars still available in the Mews itself and 
at garages in Kensington Palace-gardens and 
Westbourne Park. The ground floor of the 
premises was, in any case, not suitable to 
accommodate more than two cars unless an 
attendant was permanently employed to 
move them, and it was proposed to retain 
garage space for one car. 


The angles of light in the Daylighting 
Code were intended as standards for the con- 
trol of new buildings and were not rigid 
rules. The Minister had agreed that some 
relaxation of normal daylighting standards 
was reasonable in mews conversion cases. 


It was submitted that homes were more 
important than garages and the present pro- 
posal would vastly improve the property as 
a residential unit, by the addition of 482 
superficial ft. of residential accommodation 
to the existing 704 superficial ft. on the first 
floor, and by eliminating the dangerous ex- 
ternal stairway, 

For the LOCC it was stated that:—The 
appeal premises were situated in an area 
allocated for residential use at a density of 
136 persons per acre in the Administrative 
County of London Development Plan. The 
premises were situated in a high-class resi- 
dential area of large houses with an occu- 
pancy of about 10 to 11 persons per house. 


Garage Space 


Provision had originally been made on the 
Holland Park Estate, which was an isolated 
unit, for the stabling of horses and the stor- 
age of carriages in the Mews. Adapted for 
modern needs the buildings in the Mews 
provided much needed garage space for the 
1,000 householders who occupied the 90 
houses on the estate. It was estimated that 
garage space was required for approximately 
200-250 cars and the Mews provided for 
about 200 of these. Thus there was a short- 
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age of about 50 car-parking spaces on the 
Estate. If the Mews was converted into 
a residential street the garage space for the 
Estate would be lost, except for the residents 
in the Mews themselves, and there was no 
space for building garages next to the large 
houses. 

The present proposal offended the Day- 
lighting Code under which direct lighting 
should be received at an angle of 25 degrees. 
In this case light would be received at the 
front of the premises at an angle of 41 
degrees and at the rear at an angle of 48 
degrees and the kitchen, where good day- 
lighting was most important, would have 
only about half the requisite daylight factor. 

It was submitted that garage space was 
more important than the additional rooms 
to be provided at the premises. The new 
residential accommodation would be very 
poor and the proposal did not add to the 
number of dwellings as there was already 
a Satisfactory flat on the first floor. 


On behalf of the Council of the Royal 
Borough of Kensington it was stated that 
they considered that the balance of advan- 
tage lay with the improvement of housing 
conditions, as opposed to the retention of 
garage space, and that some relaxation of 
the day-lighting standards could, in their 
view, be permitted in this case. 


Inspector’s Recommendation 


The Inspector in his report to the Minister, 
pointed out that, as the garage doors did 
not extend across the whole frontage of the 
building, awkward manoeuvring was neces- 
sary to take full advantage of the garage 
space available. This was unsatisfactory 
for an owner-driver wishing to rent private 
garage accommodation unless an attendant 
was employed, and the doors could not be 
widened without demolishing the external 
staircase leading to the first floor flat. The 
accommodation of the dwelling would, in 
his view, be greatly improved by the pro- 
posed alterations, and he thought that the 
advantages of better housing accommoda- 
tion outweighed the loss of garage space 
and that some relaxation of the daylighting 
code was reasonable in this case. He recom- 
mended, therefore, that the appeal be 
allowed. 


The Minister, in giving his decision, 
noted that the proposal provided for the 
retention of garage space for one car, and 
he saw no reason to dissent from the 
Inspector’s report. Accordingly, he had 
decided to allow Mrs. Siese’s appeal under 
section 16 of the Act and granted permis- 
sion for the conversion of 66 Holland Park- 
mews into a single family dwellinghouse in- 
corporating garage space for one car, in 
accordance with the drawing submitted. 

The letter, issued by the Minister as his 
formal decision on the appeal, it was stated, 
did not purport to convey any approval or 
consent which might be required under the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
otherwise than under Section 14 of that Act, 
or which might be required under any other 
Acts, including any by-laws, orders or 
regulations made under such other Acts. 

Mr. A. E. Telling represented Mrs. Seise 


and Mr. J. B. Cass, solicitor, appeared for 
the LCC. 
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‘POSITIVE PLANNING’ 


Town and Country Planning Association’s Two-day Conference 


HE annual two-day conference of the 

Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion was opened by the Rt. Hon. Herbert 
Morrison, PC, CH, MP, at County Hall 
on October 30. Entitled ‘ Positive Plan- 
ning,’ the conference was attended by 500 
delegates. The purpose was to show on 
what principles positive planning for a 
better life should be based; what the 
major obstacles to a better environment 
were and the technical and political 
methods by which these obstacles could 
be overcome. 


The first speaker was Sir Freperic J. 
Osporn, who took as his subject ‘ Principles 
in Planning.” There were, he said, three 
basic principles for ‘ planning’ in the sense 
of Government controls (of land-using as of 
any other activities). 


First, there should be as little of it as 
possible, but it was a demonstrable neces- 
sity. The second principle was that, when, 
in the complex of activities, environments 
were being spoiled or well-being depreciated, 
planners rightly got together to apply restric- 
tions to prevent these injuries. 


* But this must be for the sake of human 
beings, not the community, the state, or the 
city—things that do not enjoy or suffer, hope 
or aspire. Still less for such abstractions as 
amenity, industry, urbanity, civilisation, or 
culture. These are sometimes useful chips 
or counters for summing up certain sensa- 
tions of human beings. But they must always 
be mentally referred back to the conscious- 
nesses that experience them,’ he went on. 


‘Whose consciousnesses are we concerned 
with? The answer—and the third principle 
suggested—is in essence the greatest happi- 
ness of the greatest number, or, better but 
still not precise, the optimum distribution of 
happiness. 

‘Restriction on location of factories and 
business premises is, reluctantly, accepted 
by the élite, through their realisation of the 
strangulation of traffic in cities, coupled with 
their respect for amenities such as the view 
of St. Paul’s and the preservation of the 
countryside. But they are not so conscious 
of the importance of the best possible living 
conditions of the greater number. This could 
lead—is leading—to attempts at city redeve- 
lopment which produce a new distribution 
of high densities, still unsatisfactory to the 
majority. 


A Different Pattern 


‘ If, however, the conception of amenity is 
referred back to what it can only respectably 
mean in the experiences of the greatest num- 
ber, quite a different pattern of replanning 
would result. Since no-one nowadays aims 
at mathematical equality, which anyway is 
incompatible with a vigorous and expanding 
society, on what formula can the due inte- 
rests of the greatest number be catered for; 
and who will look after them? The sug- 
gested answers are: 


* First, the adoption in the sphere of envi- 
ronment, as in wages, hours and welfare of 
the concept of a Social Minimum—standards 
of house and curtilage space, of access to 
recreation and park space, and of provision 


of social facilities, to which everyone is 
entitled if he cares to take it. That the 
generalisation of such standards will take 
time is admitted, but they should be unre- 
mittingly aimed at. 

*Second, the main responsibility for the 
interests of the unaware or uninsistent 
Greater Number rests on the specialist élite 
—the planners, professional and amateur, 
who understand what is wanted and can be 
dene. There is a specially heavy responsi- 
bility on city, county and district council- 
lors, who are closest to the people affected, 
and could turn their interests and desires 
into a political force.’ 


Rural Areas 


An address on ‘ Rural Plans and Policies 
—The Impact of Dispersal’ was given by 
Mp. R. L. StirLING, AMICE, ARICS, MTPI, 
who began by saying that rural planning was 
not to be dissociated from national and 
town planning. Characteristics and prob- 
lems of rural areas were so various that too 
positive an approach might appear dogmatic. 

‘Where dispersal is having no effect,’ he 
went on, ‘it is because policies are not posi- 
tive enough to fulfil meeds. Conversely, 
restrictive policies around large towns are 
construed as “negative” rather than 
“* positive.” ” 

On country towns, Mr. Stirling said: 
‘Their decline in population and importance 
has led to a widespread adoption of a policy 
to attract more industry. This policy may 
be difficult to justify solely on economic 
grounds. But there is a social basis to their 
claims. Country towns and dependent rural 
areas form a basic pattern for human society, 
and they are a counterpoise to excessive 
urbanisation.’ 

The impediments to success were: (a) Poli- 
tically, rural areas are a diffused minority 
of the electorate. There is no high level 
of unemployment, as those without jobs 
migrate. Government policy has _ been 
to take work to workers, and recent 
measures sustain this policy. (b) Industrial- 
ists are reluctant to favour country towns, 
risks appear too great, and inducements too 
few. (c) Sluggish operation of the Town 
Development Act. Willing and enthusiastic 
exporting authorities are few, and too many 
prefer other solutions, viz.: peripheral 
growth, New Towns, or short distance dis- 
persal. The financial anxieties of receiving 
districts are also important. Together, (a), 
(b) and (c) maintain the concentration of 
industry in the same ‘regional cities’ and 
neglect the needs of country towns. 

‘Country towns,’ he said, ‘should have 
parity of claim with areas of higher than 
average unemployment. There should be a 
comparative assessment of needs on review 
of county development plans. Greater 
emphasis must be put on long-distance dis- 
persal to selected country towns. Some 
form of regional planning authority is prob- 
ably necessary to promote this. Induce- 
ments to industrialists should be comparable 
to those offered by development areas.’ 

In rural areas around larger towns, dis- 
persal was seldom planned. Important social 
and economic impulses promoted this volun- 
tary migration, which was likely to continue 
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on a large scale. The basic policy was to 
arrest the sprawl of the largest towns and 
conserve the countryside. But it was only 
rigorously applied around the conurbations. 
Around many targe provincial cities the 
policy was much less determinate. There 
were some fringe area Town Maps, but white 
areas were administratively uncertain and 
weak. The policy implicit in green belts 
and even white areas was, however, a posi- 
tive policy. 

Mr. L. P. E_ticorr, ARIBA, MTPI, pre- 
sented a paper on ‘ Urban renewal in Prac- 
tice.’ 

‘The process of urban renewal,’ he said, 
‘is continuous, but in this country progress 
has been slow owing to rapid urban growth 
in the 19th century and preoccupation with 
war and its aftermath in this one. Our 
urban renewal problem is now of enormous 
proportions.’ 

There had been criticism of gaps and 
defects in the statutory powers for urban 
renewal but in fact they showed great extent 
and variety and adaptability to a very wide 
range of circumstances, he said. 

The problem varied widely from one town 
to another. The big cities were outstanding. 
They had a large task but also large 
resources and ‘the greatest opportunity for 
improvement on a scale to fire the imagina- 
tion.” Their special problem was the resi- 
dential and mixed areas ringing the centre 
which were neglected and needed high- 
pressure treatment. ‘These areas must be 
made attractive by using all methods of 
urban renewal in a combined operation. To 
deal with the problem quickly, comprehen- 
sive redevelopment schemes must be supple- 
mented by modernisation of existing houses 
and, above all, by a great improvement in 
environment,’ he stated. 

‘In towns which are growing fast and 
changing their character and function, major 
reorganisation of the central area may well 
be needed. Such schemes are complex and 
costly and must be carefully phased to avoid 
undue dislocation. Historic towns have the 
special problem of maintaining their distinc- 
tive character and this usually prohibits 
extensive modernisation.’ 


‘ Positive Planning’ 


‘Enterprise in Planning’ was the title of 
the address given by Mr. J. F. Q. Switzer, 
MA, ARICS, QALAS, who began by say- 
ing that the statement ‘to ensure that the 
details of the development are satisfactory,’ 
as a reason’for imposing conditions on the 
grant of planning permission, had come to 
symbolise the attitude of mind of many 
local planning authorities to their duties. It 
was an attitude guaranteed to convince the 
public that planning was a pastime for 
bureaucratic busybodies, and guaranteed to 
convince energetic professional men that they 
should avoid planning or, if they were 
already in it, that they should give it up and 
devote their energies to something more con- 
structive. 

Yet the tasks of urban renewal, of revital- 
ising the countryside, and of developing new 
lines of communication, new sources of 
power, and new forms of industry, all cried 
out for constructive planning; some of them 
(such as decentralisation) depended entirely 
on it for their success. 

If planning was to protect the individual 
and was at the same time to make a real

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contribution towards positive reconstruction 
and improvement, five changes were essen- 
tial. * First there must be a proper under- 
standing of the mechanisms by which deve- 
lopment can be financed and carried out, 
and a new attitude to private developers,’ 
Mr. Switzer said. 

‘Second, development plans must be much 
more specific. This does not mean that they 
must be inflexible, but that at least certain 
of the maps should have a definite meaning 
and the planning authority’s limits of dis 
cretion should be clearly stated. In par- 
ticular the provisions for designation and 
definition must be altered. 


‘Third, the compensation provisions of 
the present legislation must be altered. 
Adequate compensation is essential to good 
and enterprising planning. 

‘Fourth, public relations must be greatly 
improved. Not only must the objects and 
methods of planning be more widely under- 
stood, but the public, for whose benefit the 
machine is being operated, must be able to 
see that it is working to their satisfaction. 

‘Lastly, the status and competence of 


those engaged in planning must be such that 
it both attracts candidates of the highest 
quality to this branch of government and 
inspires public confidence and co-operation. 


LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL 
Questions on Tall Buildings in the West End and Construction of 
Helicopter Ports 


A* the meeting of London County Coun- 
cil on December 16 Mr. V. GooDHEW 
asked the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee if the Committee had before 
them a proposal to build a high tower block 
on the site of the Odeon Cinema, Marble 
Arch and if so, what decision did they 
reach. He also asked if their decision was 
in accordance with the views of the Royal 
Fine Art Commission and if not, what were 
the Commission’s recommendations for 
future development of this site? 

~ In reply Mr. R. EpMonpDs said that permis- 
sion had been refused because the proposed 
use was contrary to the Council’s planning 
policy. It was also considered that the pro- 
posed massing was unsatisfactory. The 
Committee did agree, however, that they 
were not opposed to a high building on the 
site and they proposed, subject to any views 
of the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, to inform the applicant accor- 
dingly and that a suitable revised application 
would be considered. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission were of 
the opinion that any new development 
should be of about the same height as the 
present buildings. 

Mr, Goopuew further asked the chairman 
of the Town Planning Committee if he 
would agree that there was public concern 
over the proposed demolition of nine 
Georgian houses in Yeoman’s-row (Kensing- 
ton South) and was it true that planning per- 
mission for the development of this site was 
given by the Town Planning Committee 
against the advice of the Council of the 
Royal Borough of Kensington. He also 
asked if this matter was referred to the 
Architectural and Historical Buildings, etc., 
Sub-Committee of the Town Planning Com- 
mittee. If so, what were their recommenda- 
tions and if it was not so referred, why 
not? 

Was not Yeoman’s-row as worthy of pre 
servation as Westbourne-terrace (Padding- 
ton South) on which the Council had con- 
sidered making a _ building preservation 
order? 

In reply Mr. R. EDMONDs said that he had 
seen the letters and comment in two national 
papers. It was true that planning permis- 
sion had been given. A planning applica- 
tion dated February 21, 1958, to redevelop 
this site was refused because of mnon- 
compliance with the Council’s planning 
standards, but the applicant was informed 


that the Council would be prepared to con- 
sider a revised scheme. The chairman of 
the Architectural and Historic Buildings Sub 
Committee concurred in this decision. A 
revised scheme was subsequently approved 
by the Town Planning Committee’s Panel on 
August 21, 1958. The matter was not referred 
again to the Architectural and Historic 
Buildings Sub-Committee in view of the 
earlier decision. To the last question Mr. 
Edmonds said the reply was ‘no.’ 

Mrs. J. TOWNSEND asked the Chairman of 
the Town Planning Committee if he had 
refused an application for planning permis- 
sion to put up a new multi-storey building 
in Leicester-square in place of the Empire 
Cinema and did the applicants wish to 
include in their building an hotel, a small 
swimming-pool, a theatre seating 1,000 
people and (on the 23rd floor) a night-club 
and observation platform and to provide car 
parking for 140 cars? If this was so what 
reason was there for refusing this applica 
tion, which would give the West End of 
London another live theatre? 

Mr. R. EDMONDs said that this was so 
‘There are many reasons for refusing per- 
mission in this case, including serious 
infringements of the Council’s planning stan- 
dards and a gross overdevelopment of the 
site,” he said. ‘In addition, the proposed 
building would have _ prejudiced the 
redevelopment of adjoining lands and would 
not have related satisfactorily with the 
Council’s own proposals for comprehensive 
redevelopment in this area.” The applica- 
tion was, he believed, submitted without the 
knowledge of the owners of the Empire 
Cinema, who were not themselves, appa- 
rently, contemplating any redevelopment or 
closure of the cinema. 

Mr. RoBert Vicors asked the Chairman 
of the Town Planning Committee and the 
General Purposes Committee if an applica- 
tion had been made for planning permis- 
sion for the construction of a helicopter 
port on a site adjoining the British Rail- 
ways Nine Elms goods depot (Battersea 
North and Lambeth, Vauxhall) and, if so, 
what action had been taken by the Council. 
Also would they arrange for the Council to 
make early provision for helicopter ports in 
exercise of planning or other powers? 

In his reply Mr. R. EDMONDs said he was 
replying to this question by arrangement 
with the chairman of the General Purposes 
Committee. An application had been made. 
The Town Planning Committee on Decem- 
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ber 8 were of the opinion that, in the absence 
of any plan showing the siting of heliports 
in London, the application should be refused. 
Observations in this sense to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, who 
was considering whether he wished to * call 
in’ the application, were being drafted for 
his (Mr. Edmonds) approval. 

‘The matter at this stage is one of plan- 
ning,’ he said. ‘While it would be possible 
to earmark sites for heliports in London, 
the choice would perforce be based on the 
performance of existing types of machine. 
To be effective, planning must take account 
of likely future developments, and the techni- 
cal investigations have not yet reached a 
stage at which a reliable forecast of needs 
can be made. We continue to press the 
Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation for 
a lead in this matter as soon as possible. 
So far as I can discover, the Minister is 
still unable to say more than he said in reply 
to a question in the House in February 
1957, which was as follows: “ My Depart- 
ment has investigated a number of possible 
sites in the London area, but a decision can- 
not be taken until more is known about the 
Operating characteristics of twin-engined 
transport helicopters now under develop- 
ment, and the extent of the demand. 

‘“ The difficulty is that what looks like 
the first really efficient passenger carrying 
helicopter is, I am afraid, still some years

away. 


Moves to Expanded Towns 


Lapy PepLer asked the chairman of the 
Housing Committee, with reference to that 
Committee’s Report (No. 3) on page 30 of 
the agenda paper for that day, what number 
of suitable firms operating in Greater Lon- 
don and elsewhere were offering themselves 
for transfer to expanded towns and what 
places were included in the term ‘ elsewhere?’ 

Mr. W. E. Fiske, in reply, said that 10 
firms were moving to two of the three towns 
mentioned in the report, i.e., Haverhill and 
Thetford. Details are as follows: 

Greater 
Towns In-County London Elsewhere Total 

(a) Haverhill 2 2 -— 4 

(b) Thetford 2 2 2 6 

(c) Huntingdon No industrial sites are yet 

available. 

The two firms moving to Thetford from 
‘elsewhere’ were coming from Hull and 
Norwich, as a result of direct introduction 
from the Board of Trade to the Thetford 
Borough Council. 

* Widespread interest is being created by 
the Council's publicity campaign, and in 
quiries are being received from_ firms 
throughout the British Isles and overseas. 
Firms will only be considered if they are 
prepared to take a very high proportion of 
their workers from the Industrial Selection 
Scheme,’ he stated. 

Lapy Pepier also asked the chairman of 
the Housing Committee how many sites re- 
served for industry at the Council’s out- 
county housing estates were still vacant and 
on which estates were the vacancies, if any? 

In reply MR, FISKE said that 108 sites had 
been allocated, comprising 210 acres out of 
a total of 228 acres, which had been reserved 
for industry. This left in acreages only: 
3 acres available at Aveley, 2 at Hainault, 
11 at Harold Hill, 1 at St. Paul’s Cray and 
1 at Sheerwater. All the land available for 
industry at Borehamwood and Debden had 
been let.

The assessors (Anthony 
Cox, FRIBA, Peter H. G. Chamberlin, 
ARIBA and Richard Planck) considered 
that the general standard of design was ‘ dis- 
appointingly low.’ They also considered that 
although no design was of sufficient merit to 
deserve the award of the first prize of £100, 
eight of the designs reached the quality 
worthy of special mention, and in conse- 
quence it was decided to divide the whole 
of the prize money between three groups 
as follows: Group I—prize of £45 each, 
Eric Delf, Peter F. Ralph, and Roger S. 
Edmunson. Group 2—prize of £30 each, 
R. F. Gray, F. Belsky, ARCA, and J. E. 
Heritage. Group 3—prize of £10 each, 
Kenneth G. Sadler and A. Butowsky. The 
competition was sponsored by Alfred G. 
Roberts, Ltd., River House, 182/3 Upper 
Thames-street, EC4. 


SECOND INVITATIONS TO 
TENDER 


Joint Consultative Committee’s 
Statement 


THe following procedure note has been 
issued by the Joint Consultative Committee 
of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders: 

The attention of the Joint Consultative 
Committee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders has been drawn to a practice of 
inviting contractors to tender twice over for 
the same works upon the same, or slightly 
modified, bills of quantities. This practice 
takes various forms, one being to send out 
an inquiry asking for tenders by a certain 
date, and then, after a period of time, to 
re-issue amended bills, asking for further 
tenders to be submitted. 

The Joint Consultative Committee con- 
sider that this practice is highly objection- 
able. The prices originally tendered become 
generally known; and the second competi- 
tion is therefore unfair. Where the lowest 
tender is for a figure higher than the build- 
ing-owner is prepared to pay, the correct 
course is for the building-owner to negotiate 
a price with the lowest tenderer on an 
amended design and/or specification. 


OVERSEAS BUILDING 


CAMBODIA .—The construction of a new 
port at Kompong Som, on the gulf of Siam 
about half-way between Saigon and 
Bangkok is being promoted by the Cam- 
bodian Government. The French civil 
engineering firm Societe Francais d’Entre- 
prises de Dragages et de Travaux Publics 
has been awarded the main contract for con- 
struction of the deep-water port facilities, 
and further work will include a 700-yard 
long wharf and a 110-mile highway to link 
the new port with Phnompenh, the capital. 
Total expenditure is to be in the region of 
US $10m. 

CANADA,.—Canada Safew»y are to build 
14 new food supermarkets, at a cost of 
$5,500,000 during 1959 in the Province of 
Alberta . . . Agreement has been reached 
between the Federal and Provincial Govern- 
ments of Saskatchewan for the construction 
of a 500-mile road between Lac la Ronge 
and Uranium City at a cost of $15m.... 
An air terminal building is to be constructed 
at Regina, at a cost of $1,040,646... . A 
contract, which may run to $200m. has been 
awarded to a Winnipeg firm of architects and 
engineers for the construction of a water- 
front project to be developed by the Inter- 
national Duluth Seaport Corporation .. . 
A_ $5,500,000 mountain resort has been 
planned for Brohm Ridge, 35 miles north 
of Vancouver City . . . A record winter 
works programme has been forecast for the 
Province of New Brunswick this year. More 
than 100 projects, to cost approximately 
$5m. are either in hand or under considera- 
tion . . . Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation have announced a $1,900,948 
federal housing loan for the construction of 
216 low-rent houses in Edmonton, Alberta 
... A contract has been awarded by the 
Defence Department of $1,973,317 for the 
construction of 200 housing units, at Cal- 
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gary, Alberta. A New Glasgow, Nova 
Scotia, engineering firm has been awarded 
the contract for the construction of a pre- 
fabricated town at Lake Janeen, Quebec. 
The contract will be worth about $im.. . 
A 4,000 acre town for industrial, commercial 
and residential purposes has been proposed 
for Langley, British Columbia, in a new 
development scheme now under considera- 
tion . . . A $2,500,000 office building is to 
be erected by the Federal Government in 
Quebec City . .. The Valentine Construction 
Co. Ltd., of North York, Ontario, have 
purchased 98 acres near Malton Airport for 
$1,100,000. The company plans to erect 450 
houses on the property . . . Plans have been 
drawn up for a $500,000 shopping plaza, at 
City View, near Ottawa, Ontario . 

$1,500,000 housing development is scheduled 
for the municipality of Charleswood, near 
Winnipeg, with construction to commence 
this coming spring. Tentative plans call for 
35 houses on a 28-acre site near the Assini- 
boine River ... . A $2,185,810 contract for 
the construction of 200 housing units for 
military married personnel at Camp Peta- 
wawa, Ontario, has been awarded to the Dell 
Construction Co. Ltd. of Toronto. The 
project is to be completed by June, 1960... 
A 10-year $100m. expansion plan for the 
University of Alberta has been announced by 
the Provincial Government. To be com- 


. pleted by 1960 are a $7m. science and mathe- 


matics building in Edmonton, a $2,700,000 
physical education building and a six-storey 
addition to the medical building, also in 
Edmonton. Initial stage of the university 
development in Calgary is also planned to 
get under way by 1960. 

HONG KONG.—Cheung Chau, island 
site of a large fishing community, is to have 
a new ferry pier. Designed by the Port 
Works Office of PWD, this will be of re- 
inforced concrete, 143 ft. long and 42 ft. 
wide, roofed over its whole length, and the 
project will include the realignment of the 
praya wall, reclaimation of over 6,500 sq. ft. 
of foreshore, and the construction of a 
212 ft. long seawall.... A new primary 
school, to be known as the ‘Yu To Sang 
Memorial School,’ is to be built on Caine-rd., 
to designs by Mr. G. D. Su. Estimated to 
cost $1m., the building will be seven storeys 
high, with 24 classrooms as well as special 
rooms and craft rooms. 

IRAQ—George Wimpey and Co., the 
British contractors, have been awarded the 
contract for the construction of additional 
oil berths and mooring dolphins at Fao, the 
tanker port in Iraq. The contract is valued 
at £275,000. 

JAMAICA.—Negotiations are taking place 
between local Jamaican businessmen and a 
Canadian insurance company to build 100 
middle-class houses on the outskirts of 
Montego Bay at a cost of around £300,000, 
reports Barclays Bank DCO. It is planned 
to start development of the ‘ New Kingston’ 
in January at Knutsford Park. The plans 
call for a modern commercial and profes- 
sional centre comprising more than 360 com- 
mercial sites and a minimum of 18 parking 
lots. Two sites have been reserved for hotels 
and special provisions are made for multi- 
storey apartment houses. 

JAPAN.—The port area of Tokyo is to 
be expanded over the next six years, to 
handle 14,000,000 tons of freight annually. 
The plan covers the southern and western 
water fronts of Tokyo, and includes a 600-

yards long quay, with three new storage 
sheds and a railway yard. There will be a 
tourist reception centre incorporating an 
exhibition hall for Japanese commodities. 
MALAYA.—A joint Australian-Chinese 
concern, the Lewis-Chong Construction Co., 
Ltd., has been formed in Kuala Lumpur, to 
handle civil engineering or construction jobs 
worth more than Malayan $im....A second 
residential college is to be built at Pantai 
Valley, Kuala Lumpur, for the University 
of Malaya. Architects are Palmer and 
Turner, Kuala Lumpur. ... Offices and labo- 
ratories are to be constructed at Ampang- 
road, Kuala Lumpur, for the Rubber 
Research Institute of Malaya. Architects are 
Iversen and Van Sitteren, Kuala Lumpur. ... 
In line with a low-cost housing scheme for 
the state of Kelantan, the state government 
will acquire land at Kota Bharu on which 
137 houses are to be built. A further 26 
houses will be constructed at Tanah 
Merah....A £750,000 military camp, com- 
plete with modern workshops is to be built 
at Sungala, near Port Dickson, for the 
Federation Armoured Car Regiment. It will 
accommodate 1,900 people, including 300 
civilian staff and their families. It is 
expected to be ready early in 1960.... 
Announcing plans to help farming, Inche 
Abdul Aziz bin Ishak, Federation of Malaya 
Minister for Agriculture, said recently that 
a faculty of agriculture would be set up at 
the University of Malaya in Kuala Lumpur 
in 1959. The agricultural college at Ser- 
dang, he said, would be expanded with the 
assistance of the New Zealand Government, 
and new agricultural schools were planned. 
He aimed to set up 30,000 co-operative 
societies for fish and all types of agricultural 
produce—10 times the present number. 
PANAMA.—U.S. Share Corporation to 
construct the pier for the Panama Refining 
and Petro Chemical Company’s proposed 
refinery at Portobello. The Foster Wheeler 
Corporation are now working on the design 
of the refinery. The Government intend to 
start work at the beginning of the year on 
the road connecting Portobello with Colon. 
The Panama Refining Company, which is 
building the other refinery, called for ten- 
ders on the construction of a cargo wharf 
in Las Minas Bay a few months ago and 26 
firms submitted bids. The contract, as far 
as is known, has not yet béen granted. 
There will be a larger contract later for 
the construction of ocean berthing facilities 
for giant tankers. . . . The Engineering Divi- 
sion has announced that contracts will be 
given out during the present financial year 
for a number of construction projects 
amounting to US$19m. Calls for tenders 
are to be made shortly for the construction 
of the approaches to the Balbao Bridge 
across the Canal. In April or May, 1959, 
bids will be invited for the construction of 
substructure of the bridge at an estimated 
cost of US$3-4m. and some seven months 
later a further call for tenders will be issued 
for the building of the superstructure. The 
bridge will be a three-span arch truss struc- 
ture and, with the approaches, will be two 
miles in length, . . . Interesting reports con- 
tinue to circulate regarding improvements to 
the world-famous canal. A _ graup of 
engineers from the New York Engineering 
firm of Parsons, Brinckehoff, Hall & 
Macdonald, have now been engaged by the 
Panama Canal Company to make a review

of engineering data and cost estimates for 
a long-range increase of the capacity of 
the canal. The purpose of these studies is 
to bring up to date the 1947 report which 
recommended the conversion of the present 
canal to a sea-level canal, The report is 
expected to be completed by early 1959. 

PERSIA.—Richard Costain, in association 
with Raymond World Wide Constructors, 
are to start work immediately on the con- 
struction of a £4m. oil jetty and boat harbour 
in the Persian Gulf. The project is being 
carried out by the Iranian Construction 
Group and is part of the £20m. scheme which 
they are supervising on behalf of the 
Iranian Oil Exploration and Producing Com- 
pany, for a new pipeline and loading 
terminal which will make possible greatly 
increased production from the oilfield at 
Gach Saran. Berthing accommodation will 
be provided at the jetty for tankers of 
100,000 tons, and the boat harbour will take 
tugs, lighters and other small vessels. The 
jetty will be a steel pile structure more than 
half a mile long, and the boat harbour will 
be a rock breakwater with sheet pile 
wharves. It is hoped to complete the work 
by the end of 1959.

Beauly River Dams 


HE North of Scotland Hydro Electric 

Board’s Strathfarrar and Kilmorack 
scheme will be begun early this year by 
A. A. Stuart and Sons (Glasgow) Ltd., who 
have been given the £24m. contract for the 
construction of the Aigas Dam and the 
Kilmorack Dam on the Beauly, two of the 
five dams involved in this scheme. 

The total scheme is estimated at a cost of 
£144m, and is concerned with the harnessing 
of the power resources of the River Beauly 
basin. There will be five dams, four power 
stations and a catchement area of 350 square 
miles. It will utilise the waters of the Loch 
Monar, Loch Beannachan, and the rivers 
Farrar, Beauly, and tributaries. The contract 
will take some 34 years to complete. 


304 Houses for Cumbernauld 

THE Scottish Special Housing Association 
is to build 304 houses in the new town of 
Cumbernauld to the specifications and 
designs of the Development Corporation. 

The Association is also to undertake house 
building in several towns which have agreed 
to take Glasgow's overspill population. These 
towns will take advantage of the SSHA 
function to provide local housing where the 
authority cannot do so and will relieve these 
authorities of some of the burden of local 
rates. Among the projects arranged. are 
Grangemouth, where the Association will 
build 350 out of 700 houses, Haddington, 
125 out of 250, Hamilton, 200 out of 400 
planned and Kirkintilloch, 150 out of the 300 
houses needed. 

Other projects pending involve the build- 
ing of 500 houses at Johnstone, 700 at Irvine 
and 300 at Campbeltown. 


Scotland’s Housing, November 


A ToTaL of 1,947 new houses was com- 
pleted in Scotland in November bringing the 
figure for the first 11 months of 1958 to 
29,925. This was 914 more than in the 
same period in 1957. These figures are 
given in the monthly housing return of the 
Department of Health for Scotland and the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
published by HMSO, price 3d. 

More than 350,000 permanent houses 
have now been built in Scotland under the 
post-war housing programme. 

Of the houses built in Scotland since the 
war 313,329 were bui't by local authorities 
and the Scottish Special Housing Association, 
7,541 by Government Departments, 1,410 by 
housing associations and 29,225 by private 
builders.
